Pression regarding a modern railroad 
is that of a corporation organised with 
the sole purpose of manufacturing and 
selling one commodity—namely, trans- 
portation. This impression may have 
been nearly correct a quarter of a 
century ago, but a marvelous change 
has come over the character of the 
business performed hy every large rail- 
way system in the United States. 

Almost as important as the railroad 
function of transporting freight and 
Passengers has become its other func- 
tion of making men better citizens, of 
making them happy, industrious, 
thoughtful, self-educated, sober and 
Independent citizens. In doing this 
the railroad has become a great social 
and moral force, and is in the busi- 
ness of conducting clubs, bestowing 
pensions, maintaining rest houses, 
training schools, hospitals and banks 
wherein its employés may gather their 
savings and secure a reasonable in- 
terest on them. 

Probably nothing has done more for 
the cause of temperance than the 
stand which the railroads have taken 
in use of liquor. Not only ie drunken- 
ness recognized as a cause for dis- 
Missal, but one after another the rut 
roads are going so far as to discour- 
age all drinkmg. Many of them have 
rules 3 an employé to touch 
or use intoxicating liquor in any form.

COAL IS RICH.

Worth More Than Best of 
Eastern Lands.

Half - Cent a Ton Misleads 
Public, 


Geological Survey Furnishes 
the Figures. 


— 


| [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Accessible 
coal of the best Alaskan fields, even 
at a half-cent a ton in the ground, is 
worth more than most of the coal lands 
in the Eastern States, notwithstanding 
their nearness to lines of transporta- 
tion and to market. This statement is 
contained in a bulletin tssued by the 
Geological Survey today under direc- 
tion of Gen. Otis Smith. 

During the Ballinger-Pinchot inves- 
tigation, A. H. Brooks of the Geologica! 
Survey testified that the accessible 
coal in the Bearing River and Mata- 
muska districts was worth half a cent 
a ton in the ground. 

This small figure created the im- 
pression in the minds of many people 
that Alaska coal lands were of smal! 
value. The bulletin just issued says 
that, priced at the rate named by Mr. 
Brooks, the best Alaska coa) lands are 
worth from 850 to $500 an acre, values 
far above the average price of bitu- 
minous coal lan‘4s. 

The statement says that the most 
serious handinap has been the laws. 
Though laws intended to enable the 
individual to obtain title have been on 
the statute books for the lest decade, 
not an acre of land has gone to patent. 


WORLD PEACE RESOLUTIONS. 


American Delegates to Interparliamen- 
tary Union in Brussels Have Work 
Outlined—Leave Tuesday. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.| 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The Amer- 
can group of delegates to the confer- 
ence of inter parliamentary union at 
Brussels August 29 to September 3, 
will sail for New York next Tuesday. 
They will present several resolutions 
looking toward the establishment of 
permanent peace between the nations 
of the world. These resolutions were 
submitted to the State Department 
today by Representative Richard 
Bartholdt of Missouri, chairman of 
the American group. 

One will ask the conference to re- 
quest governments which are signa- 
tories to The Hague peace conference 
and the London Naval conference to 
sanction the American proposition 
that the international prize court be 
invested with the jurisdiction of an 
international court of arbitral justice. 
Another resolution will ask the con- 
ference to request each of the govern- 
ments represented to appoint a com- 
mittee analogous to that recently ap- 
pointed by the United States. 

The commission would report to the 
parliaments prior to the 
third Hague a conference in 1915 
a well defined scheme looking to the 
perfection of a system of world fed- 
eration, in addition to an internation- 
al judiciary.

Recent strikes have vastly increased the known 
oil-bearing zone of the Coalinga field, and the same

ands of barrels of oil a day have been brought in 
within one mile of the Lakeview. Almost at the 
same time the Santa Fé and the American Oilfields 
brought in gushers, with production running into 
the thousands of barrels, several miles from the 
Lakeview, showing that the gusher territory is of 
large extent and prolific. 

There are indications that the navy is preparing 
to use oil as a fuel more generally than heretofore, 
and the same is true of other large consumers who 
will have to come to California to find their product. 
All authorities agree that oil as a fuel is clean and 
cheap, and now it has been demonstrated that the 
California marketers “can deliver the goods.” 
However, the development of oil fields, the exten- 
sion of markets, the building of storage and pipe 
lines, are matters that take time and are not com- 
patible with the ideas of some “get-rich-quick” per- 
sons. Hence, when the lull comes there is be- 
ginning of a process of elimination by which the 
wheat is separated from the chaff, and the industry 
comes into its own and continues to stand for what 
it is worth. 0 

This outline of conditions will serve to show that 
the future looks assuring for all legitimate concerns 
engaged in producing oil. The heartburnings will 
be reserved for those who went into the business 
without any good excuse, and they will have nobody 
to blame but themselves. :

pected. In both cases the foolish dupes 
Were left most decidedly in the soup. 

The metal trades strike is petering out 
tin the same way that the brewers’ strike 
Went to pieces. The iron plants are 
running with practically full forces and 
on no building has work been stopped, 
though a temporary shortage of riv- 
eters has delayed some of the construc- 
tien work. 

NORTHERN EMPLOYERS TRIUMPH 

That firmness in meeting the exorbi- 
lant demands of the lawless labor un- 
ons is all that is needed in order to 
win the victory for law and order, is 
being learned now by San Francisco 
Mmmployers. On Wednesday morning the 
ttriking hodcarriers capitulated uncon- 
Sitionally rather than have non-union 
men put in their places. This has given 
San Prancieco building contractors re- 
newed hope and at the same time has 
bad a chastening effect upon those agi- 
tators who have been g to “organ- 
we” this city. 

The determined stand which the San 
Francesco building contractors have 
taken is nowhere better illustrated than 
in the following open letter issued last 
week by the Masons’ and Builders’ As- 
sociation of San Francisco: 

“The situation between the striking 
hodearriers and their employers at the 
present time is sucn that it seems to 
demand a statement from the employ- 
ers to the general public in regard to 
the controversy. | 

“The causes which have nn to 
this strike could onty be covered in a 
Complete biatory of the relations be- 
tween the Building Trades Council and 
the employing contractors of this city 
covering the past ten or fifteen years. 
Raise after raise in wages has been 
demanded and granted by tne contract- 
ors. Rules and regulations seriously 
affecting the 
Deen passed by the eren 
without the formality of consulting the 
men most interested. 

“An example of this sort of legisla- 
tion is found in the rule recently adopt- 
e4 by the Cement Workers’ Union, 
which went into effect July 1, 1910. This 
rule provides that a man must be no- 
tified at least four hours in advance of 
the time which he is to be laid off, also 
that no man shall be paid for a frac- 
tion of a day less than four hours. In 
plain words it means that if on account 
ef unforéseen accident or circum- 
stances, a gang of men report on a 
job and are unable to go to work, 
they must be paid for one-half day's 
time even if the contractor through no 
fault of his own is deprived of their

that of the hodcarriers which limits thre 
work of a member of the union to te 
running of ten barrels of lime per day 

thou a capable man is able to run 
— — of fifteen barrels. Members of 
the union have been fined for the viola- 
tion of this rule. 

“Regulations such as the above, if 
aliowed to go into general practice 
would ave a ruinous effect upon the 

ildi business. 

——— of the hodcarriers and 
hoisting engineers for an eight-hour 
day went into effect on Monday, July 
. The employers’ associations declined 
to grant the demand and as a result 
the hodcarriers and hoisting engineers 
went out on a strike and the building 
business of San Francisco is practically 
at a standstill. 

“Employers contend that it is not 
possible to work bricklayers and plas- 
terers eight hours per day uniess the 
hodearriers and hoisting engineers pre- 
cede them at least twenty minutes in 
she morning and ten minutes at noon, 
in order to prepare material with which 
to commence work. 

“Thies contention of the employers 
was admitted by the hodcarriers and 
hoisting neers committees at a con- 
ference held before the Building Trades 
Council shortly before the strike was 
Geciare’. The most feasible solution 
suggested at that conference was that 
the men be paid double time for the ad- 
ditional half hour, which solution was 
entirely satisfactory to the hodcarriers. 
Another suggestion dismissed by the 
employers as impracticable, was that 
half of the gang start at twenty min- 
utes to elght and ten minutes to one, 
and quit at four-thirty, the other half 
working the regular eight hours. 

“The question finally resolved itself 
into a simple demand for an increase 
in wages. This the employers have flat- 
ly refused to grant. owing to the al- 
ready excessive scale paid to building 
mechanics in thie city. 

“Abnormal conditions immedtately 
following the fre caused an abnormal! 
in the wages paid to mechan- 
jes in all branches of the bullding bust- 
ness, and although the building industry 
has long since returned to its normal 
channel there has been no offer on the 
part of the labor unions to accept a 
Wage scale consistent with the condi- 
tions as they are at present,

“The contractors, harassed beyond 
further endurance and drtven into the 
last ditch, has unanimously decided to 
fight. In this resolve they are firmly 
backed up by the material Jealers who 
Dave themselves suffered in no smal! 


“We ask and think we are entitled to 
receive the support of al! public-spirited 
citizens in the battle which we are wagc- 
ing for the betterment of conditions in 
San Francisco.

“Resolved, That the Buildars’ x- 
change indorse the stand taken in this 
strike by. the employers and that we re- 
quest all of the members to use their 
influence to induce owners, architects 
and general contractors not to attempt 
to force subcontractors to complete any 
contracts they may have under way at 
the present time, pending a settlement 
of this trouble in a manner which win 
give the employer and the matertal 
man a living chance in the future.”

contractor. 
President S. H. Hunt of the Builders’

that this threat of the Board of Public 
Works constituted an alliance of that 
public body with the labor untons. 
DANGEROUS LEGISLATION. 
The remarkable stand taken by the 
San Francisco Board of Public Works 
is nowhere better illustrated in 
the action taken last week when the 
Hoimes Lime Company and the Union 
i\Lime Company declined to deliver ma- 
iterial to union contractors. The unions 
made a demand upon the Board of Pub- 
lic Works that the spurtrack franchises 
of the offending companies be revoked. 
The Board of Public Works imme- 
diately recommended that such action 
be taken. 
This is just the power which ‘Lissner’s 
spur track franchise would place in the 
hands of the Council of this city. The 
proposed ordinance makes the life of 
a spur track franchise ten years, put 
allows the Council to revoke it at any 
time.

a name first made famous by a war- 
rior For courtier and gallant though 
he was, he was one of the men who 
made Queen Elizabeth's reign one ot 
the greatest in English history. 

After the days of Prince Waldheri— 
and nobody knows just when he lived, 
if he ever did live at all—one of the first 
of the famous Walters who showed the 
spirit of fight which his name su- 
gests was Walter the Penniless. 

Not much more is known of him than 
of the Aquitanian prince. He was a 
French knight, and he led a band of 
enthusiastic, almost fanatical, men 
through Europe in the year 1096, calling 
upon them to follow the banner of the 
cross and rescue Palestine from the in- 
fidels. He was killed the following 
year in one of the first battles of the 
crusades, when the men he had aroused 
took Nicaea from the Turks. 

Just @ hundred years later lived 
Walter of Coventry, a man with his 
‘own ideas about architecture, one of 
the most famous builders of medieval 
‘Iengland. He worked in the reigns of 

King Henry III. King Richard I and 
| King John, and many of the buildings 
of that era show his influence. Ih 
1187 he probably had the entire direc- 
tion of the building of Chichester ca- 
thedral and palace and cloisters at Chi- 
chester are also attributed to him. 

In their own way these two men 
made a deep impression. But the work 
of the builder of Coventry already 
shows the marks of time and decay, 
and the enthusiasm which the crusa- 
der helped arouse, and which once 
stirred Europe to fruitiess eastern pil- 
grimages, has died down. 

Another hundred years passed by, 
and there lived a man whose work is 
a living foree even today, and will be 
us long as there is education in Eng- 
land. For it was Walter de Merton, 
good bishop of Rochester, who fougded 
Merton College, Oxford, and thereby 
founded the collegiate system of the 
great English universities. 

The bishop had seven sisters and 
no brothers, and his sisters were per- 
haps responsible for his work for ed- 
ucation, for among them they had

is to say, at Oxford. This Merton pri- 


| ory, or college, as it became. was the 
basis of the whole university system 
in England. 

Like Walter de Merton, another Eng- 
lish Walter had a lasting influence on 
the_history of his country. This was 
Wat Tyler, who died in 1381. He was 
a humble peasant, who did not aspire 
to the dignity of a surname, but who, 
because he covered roofs with tiles, 
was called Wat the tiler, or Wat Ty- 
ler 

He became a leader of the poor of 
England. and was 80 popular with 
them that they used to carry on hes ed 
dieputes as to whether he or King 
Richard II was the greater man. 

Finally with a man named Jack 
Straw, Tyler leq the peasants in a re- 
volt. He went up to London, and there 
met the King, to seek terms. He rode 
up to the monarch, dismounted from 
his small horse, and with a dagger 
grasped firmly in one hand shook the 
King’s hand fervently with the other. 
He told the King ot be of good cheer, 
which nowadays would probably bein- 
terpreted by the admonition, “cheer 
up.” Then he added, “soon we shall 


de good comrades.” 


The King seemed disposed to listen 
to this etrange and fearless represen- 
tative of the peasants of Essex and 
Kent. If it had not been for Wat's 
hot temper, he would probably have 
come out of the rebellion the victor. 
But he lost control of his feelings, 


letabbed one of the King’s men, and 


was himself mortglly wounded. 

Without Wat, the movement of the 
peasants to gain their rights fen to 
pleces, and for another hundred and 
fifty years the old feudal system pre- 
valled in England. But Wat's rebellion 
was the beginning of the end, and 
even today, the English poor have 
Tyler to thank for some of their liber- 
ties. 

Besides these men, who because of 
their bravery and boldness have a real 
claim to this name of warriors bold, 
there have been many famous Wal- 
ters among the great men of letters. 
A good half dozen of them stand out 
above the others, and above other 
writers of their times. 

The first of them, who lived at about 
the time of the English architect of 
Coventry, was Walter of Vogel Weide. 
He was of noble birth, as his name 
indicates, but he was poor, and he 
was forced to rely upon his ability as 
u poet to make his way in the world. 

He lived in the days of the jongleurs 
and troubadours of the south, and the 
minnesingers of the north, and he be- 
came a minnesinger. As a youth he 
Uved at the court of Duke Frederick 
the Catholic in Vienna, and after the 
Duke's death he became a wanderer, 
and lived first at one court and then 
at another, wherever he could find 
patronage. He went arout reciting 
poems and singing songs to his own 
accompaniment on the viol, and soon 
he became the greatest lyric poet of 
mediacval Germany. 

One of the greatest of the patrons of 
the minnesingers was Herman, mar- 


his wife, Sophia. This contest was 
called the “battle of the minstrels,” 
and it was quite the greatest social 
event of the season in Thuringia. One 
year Walter gained the prize, and 
thereafter he was known as the leader 
of the minnesingers. 

Walter of Vogel Weide’s will con- 
tained a strange bequest. He had al- 
ways been a great lover of the birds, 
and when he died he left money that 
they—at least those that gathered 
about his grave—might always have a 
fresh and sufficient supply of grain 
and other food.

Just now Italy is struggling with a 
mass of counterfeit coins in the shape 
of the 2-centime piece (equal to 4 
cents in our money.) and which cor- 
responds in their ratio to our nickel.

Macaroni and Music. 

We came directly from the land of 
“backsheesh” to Italy. In Egypt and 
in Palestine we were continually be- 
sought by little street beggars for 
“bachsheesh.” Our first appeal in Na- 
ples took a distinctly different form. 
“Macaroni, madame,” piped a smal! 
voice at * elbow and when I asked 
the guide for an explanation he acid | 
that the child meant that he wanted 
a centime to buy macaroni with. 

The street children of Italy do not 
whistle like American boys—they sing 
instead. And such voices! Soft and 
mellow and sweet as a lute. You hear 
them late in the evening and at daun 
as the fittle fellows go about their 
dally tasks—which may be simply beg- | 
ging—asking for “macaroni!” I often | 
wonder how many embryo opera sing- 
ers I hear day by day. On the steam- 
ers which ply the bay there ts always 
a band of sweet singers with guitars | 
and mandolins, and they give us 
snatches from “Santa Luca.“ La 
Spagnola,” and such tuneful numbers. 
No rag-time music in Italy. Even 
the workmen whistle the air of an

There is nothing that so adds to the 
gaiety of street life in the city as the 
hurdy-gurdy, and the children dancing 
to its harmonious strains.

Even the fruit stands in Italy are ar- 
tistic. The strawberries are arranged in 
pretty baskets, the handles of which 
are decorated with the ripe, red fruit, 
suspended by the stems, and the cher- 
ries are tied up in bunches and pyra- 
mids, which sell for 2 centimes each.

As your cab, drawn by its stout 
little horse, fat and round as a butter- 
ball, comes pacing down the street the 
man at the hose takes no apparent no- 
tice of you and just as you are about 
to scream and duck your head to avoid 
a wetting from the streaming hose pipe 
he deftly switches it off in another di- 
rection and you £0 on your way re- 
joicing that your one and only travel- 
ing hat isn’t ruined.

REAWAKENING. 


AN AMERICAN RABBI MAKES 
IMPRESSION IN LONDON. 


ONDON, July 22.—Dr. Stephen A. 

Wise, one of the Iéaders of Jéwish 

thought in the United States, has 
established in a visit here, a reputa- 
tion as a speaker of extraordinary 
power and eloquence. Not only has he 
galvanized religious reform into new 
life, but he will return to New York 
with the assurance that many young 
Jews that were drifting from the fold 
are being retained for Judaism. 

In reality it is he who has effected 
the change through his personal mag- 
netism and spiritual enthusiasm. He 
passionately asserts, however, that it is 
due to the principles he endeavors to 
put forth as a true presentment 
Judaism. The principles may inspire 
the man but it is the man who inspires 
the people. 

Already the congregants of the West 
London synagogue, home of English 
Reform Judaism, have issued a mani- 
testo ‘announcing new resolutions; 
shorter services are to be partly ren- 
dered in English, as many members 
are unable to follow the Hebrew read- 
ing, the study of that language being 
abandoned to a large extent nowadays; 
another innovation is the sitting to- 
gether of men and women during divine 
service, a thing unheard of in the old 
Mosaic tradition, which separates the 
sexes in oriental manner. 

An outsider is likeiy to think the in- 
fluence of Dr. Wise to be destructive 
and not constructive, but he urges that 
the Jewish Religious Union is not a 
movement away from Judaism, but one 
| back to Judaism. As he sald to me 
at the St. Petersburg Hotel: 
| “Jewish reformation has no finality; 
it will always continue to become the 
‘real help of these who profess a belief 
‘in Judaism. We do not want the re- 
gion of our fathers: what we want is 
a vital religion of our own. We revere 
the dead, but we cannot be content 
with the hand of a dead authority 
which has long ceased to rule. 

“liberal Judaism is one of the few 
hopeful signs of the present day; it 
has confirmed and strengthened the 
loyalty of those Jews who, without it 
would have gone out of the synagogue,

life; it is Ute, and the men who are 
its leaders are men of deep piety and 
religious feeling. I, too, have a trinity,

“Yes, much has been heard of inter- 
marriage; the intermarriage 1 fear is 
the marriage of the Jew with the baser 
ideas of today.” 

Of the various strata of Jewish peo- 
ple in the United States, Dr. Wise 
Says: Until sixty years ago there 
Were only Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews. Today the members of the Span- 
ish and Portuguese Jewish synagogues 
fare made up of Germans and Poles. 


The Spanish and Portuguese have com- I 


Pietely disintegrated—they have inter- 
married and become absorbed in the 
general population. They are self-suf- 
ficing and look with such scorn on the 
Other Jews that they live outside 
Jewry. 

“About 1840 a great German invasion 
set in and lasted between thirty and 
forty years. These immigrants were 
the founders of the Jewish reform 
movement in America. “ollowing the 
German immigration came the 
settlement of Russian Jews.” 

Present day American Jewry, Dr. 
Wise divides into three classes. 

“First,” he says, “there aré the fath- 
ers who remain committed to Judaism 
through association as they have 
known it in the land of thelr birth. 
Secondly, there is a large section of 
the younger generation which has com- 
pletely divorced itself from religion: 
this section takes it for granted that 
Judaism is dead. 

“Thirdly, there are the younger Rus- 


sians, a deeply loyal class, hungry for“ 
something Jewish. This is the class we 


are trying to reach. The Jewry of the 
America of tomorrow is going to be of 
Russian descent. The Jews who have 
come from Russia are gaining in power, 
in influence and in wealth. They are 
going to contribute something fine and 
high to the idealism of the American 
People.

PROF. WHEELER IMPRESSED BY 


TRIP ABROAD. 
— 
Europe Complains of High Costs, 
He Says, But’ They Do Not Face 
Such Conditions as Exist in This 


Country—He Thinks Nation le im- 
periied. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—That this coun- 


try is imperiled by its artificial and 
extravagant plan of living, is one of 
the conclusions emphasized by Ben- 
jamin Ide Wheeler, of the University 
of California, on his return from a 


Curopean trip. Mr. Wheeler passed 


yesterday in Chicago, leaving for the 


Pacific Coast last night. 
“After several months in Europe, I 


scarcely could fail to be impressed 


with the dinerence in the manner of 
living in this country and abroad,” 


said President Wheeler. “Our living 


has been forced to an artificial plane. 
We are trentendously extravagant. We 
have been pushed, under forced 


draught, upon an artificial staging. 
The whole structure is of such abnor- 


mal characters that the country is 


imperiled. 


“In the cities of Europe they are 


complaining of the high cost of living, 


but they have no su@h cause for 
lamentation as have the American peo- 


ple. Of course, peopie in this country 
make more money than they 
abroad, but I rather think the wage 
earner gets left in the long run” 


President Wheeler said he was at 


a loss to explain the’exact cause of 
such conditions. 


“I doubt if the trusts are responsi- 
bie for our artificial plane of living, 


although they represent the most im- 


* peril this country faces,“ he 
sa! 

President Wheeler has been away 
from the United States nedriy a year. 
From last October until March he lec- 
tured at the University of Berlin, oc- 
cupying the Roosevelt professorship 
endowed by James Speyer of New 
York. Since March he has spent most 
of his time in England.

Instead the brave 
Italian suddenly side stepped and be- 
gan to spar with the skill of a profes- 
sional boxer. In a few minutes he 
had knocked the union laborite into 
the street. Ferro was 80 surprised 
that he could not avoid smiling. The 
sprawling burly jumped up and he and 
his two friends rushed at the boy be 
fore the other Italian could help him. 
ne of the laborites drove a knife into 
the young man’s back and slashed him 
on the forearm, The two [talians fled, 
frightened, and the pickets ran in an- 
other direction, successfully keeping 
out of sight of the police. 

When Ferro was taken to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital, Dr. Wiley found that 
he had an ugly cut behind the right 
shoulder blade and a deep gash on the 
arm. After dressing the wounds the 
surgeon questioned his patient, but 
found he could not speak English. An 
unidentified stranger who had  wit- 
nessed a part of the affair, brought 
Ferro’s friend in to tall his story. The 
latter gave a terse and modest ac- 
count of what had taken place and 
then left to take the boy to his home 
without letting anyone find out his 
name. He said he wanted to avoid 
dangerous notoriety.

They are 
paying this sum to a contractor for a service which is far less satis- 
factory than one which would cost them nothing and which has been 
sh guaranteed that it would be satis. 
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To the earnest citizens and taxpayers, who are footing the bills 
and suffering the disadvantages of this system, we believe that 3 
full and fair statement of conditions is due.

Mrs. Lathrop Says in America Their 
Advancement Has Been the Most 
Rapid of Any Country—Likes Eng- 
lighmen Better Because Not Ob- 
sessed With the Commercial! Spirit. 


“The American woman stands pre- 
eminent,” declared Mrs. Annie Wake- 
man Lathrop at the Alexandria yes- 
terday. “I say this even though I 
am a resident of England, where most 
of my sympathies lle. 
“In America,” she continued, “the 
advancement of woman has been the 
most rapid of any advancement. She 
has grown faster than have the cit- 
the industries or anything else. 
I like her better than the English 
woman.” 
Mrs. Lathrop, formerly Annie Wake- 
man, is one of the literary lights of 
the United Kingdom. Her “Autobi- 
ography of a Charwoman” ran through 
the popular editions of the English 
press, and has found favor among the 
American reading public. 
Much of the material which Mrs. 
Lathrop has worked into her story 
was contributed by her to American 
newspapers many years ago, when she 
was sent by one of the Boston dailies 
to make an tnvestigation of the Lon- 
don slums. 

“The American woman, as I knew 
her,” she went on,” “has 
and for the better by far. 
that she has taken up more the ar- 
tistic side of life, enj the finer 
— and is proving ‘the Utting in- 
aoe on the lives of the entire na-

“American men? Well, I can’t say 
I Uke them as well as the Englishmen. 
Here, everything is commercialism. 
There is none of the leisure one finds 
among the English. They haven't 
time to talk or think of anything but 
money. With the money, though, they 
have made the best use. They have 
elevated their women, look up to them, 
are proud of 
and, in return, the women are bringing 
the men up to higher standards. 

“My ideas of California were cer- 
tainly changed when we reached the 
orchard country, and later, when we 
atrived at Pasadena. A boy boarded 
the train with a tray of pinks—not 
the society-bred carnation, but the old- 
fashioned pink, and I wanted to buy 
them immediately, only to be handed 
some with the compliments of Pasa- 
dena. It certainly typifies the spirit 
of California, the welcome which 
awaits the traveler after his hard jour- 
ney across the sands. 
This was accentuated when I found 
at the hotel a dainty packet of sachet 
on the dresser with the compliments 
of the hotel.” 
Mrs. Lathrop will remain here a 
week while visiting with friends. She 
will be the guest of former Senator 
Bard of Hueneme for several days, 
and will then visit a sister of her hus- 
band who is living at Santa Barbara. 
Her object in America Is a psycholog- 
cal study cf women. Mr. Lathrop is 
himself a well-known English author 
and correspondent, writing under the 
name of Andrew Lorin.

San Pedro harbor. The expenditures 
of these large sums of money are not 
being made for speculative purposes, 
but for actual use by the owners. If 
there were not a prospect of a large 
amount of business it would not pay 
them to invest such sums of money. 
I confidently look forward to a city of 
26,000 at San Pedro within the next few 
years.” 
WOULD BUILD TUNNEL 

How to reach the municipal docks 
on the outer harbor, where the sum of 
$2,000,000 is to be expended, when the 
recently voted $3,000,000 are sold, is a 
problem Which has not yet been solved. 
It has been suggested that a tunnel 
could be built under the city and thus 
avoid all the complications that would 
arise over the securing of a right of 
way along the present business 
of the city.

You can see the waters of the upper 
harbor where the city will expend 
$1,000,000 in dredging so that there will 
still be a greater area for the uses of 
smipping.

The plan under which the Arcadia 
grounds are being worked over for 
building sites will provide many beau- 
tiful locations for residences.

The transformation of the Arcadia 
grounds into residence sites has been 
a good instance of the rapidity with 
which big things are done in South- 
ern California.

BAKERSFIELD, Aug. 6—W. H. 
Graham, a Well-known driller in the 
west side oll field, has come to Bak- 
ersfield, and will in all probability re- 
main here for a month. He states that 
owing to the hot weather that pre- 
valls in the west side oll fields many 
of the employés are leaving for the 
cogst, thus necessitating the laying off 
of many other men by the oll com- 
panies. It is understood that one com- 
pany alone lala off twenty-five men 
the past few days. Mr. Graham 
States that the oil companies on the 
west side have much difficulty in ge- 
curing the delivery of lumber and ma- 
terial for the building of derricks. The 
oll companies are badly in need of 
lumber, but it is difficult to get it as 
quickly as it is needed. 

H. P. Mason, who-ten years ago was 
connectegq with the Sterling oll Com- 
pany of the Kern field, is a visitor in 
the city from San Francisco.

DOUGLAS (Ariz.) Aug. 6.—Much in- 
terest ig manifest in the new copper 
recently denounced in the 
Ures district in Sonora, Mexico. The 
new district is located at Palmerita, 
east of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
and the station is Carbo. Bostwick 
and Dickson, owners of the Washing- 
ton Mine in the Arizpe district, are 
working a force of men on their prop- 
erty, and after cutting through a leach 
zone, are now running a tunnel to cut 
the ore at a depth of two hundred feet, 
where sulphides are looked for at a 
depth thirty feet below water level. 
These mining men have two miles of 
the six mines included in the known 
vein, the district comprising all told 
between 1500 and 2000 pertinencias. : 
H. Worthington, and Muneim and 
Shattuck are also interested, as is the 
original denouncer, Fain of Ures. The 
surface markings are said to be as dis- 
tinct as any in Sonora; and the cop- 
per vein resembles that at Butte 
more than any other property in 
Northern Mexico. 

Another payment has been made to 
James Finch for the Veta Grande, sold 
to O. L. Neer. This mine is located in 
the Bocoachi region of the Arizpe dis- 
trict,, and is a promising silver prop- 
osition. R. E. Russell of Nacozari, has 

n making a trip over the northern 
end of Sonora for the purpose of mak- 
ing contracts for the selling of ore. 
There are in Sonora many properties 
which have small amounts of ore on 
the dumps, and Russell ts marketing 
this output. 

The Cubana Mining Company has re- 
sumed operations on its property 
twelve miles north of Arizpe. Los An- 
geles people own this property, and 
George McClain is manager. The mine 
has big showings tn carbonates and 
oxides, which it is thought will result 
in good sulphide ores at depth. Three 
hundred feet of development work has 
been done. The company shut down 
just preceding the panic in 1997. Al- 
ready $75,000 has been expended. 

lL. A. Lindsay is developing a big 
porphyry copper showin near the 
Washington mine. He is employing 
churn drills to sound the depth of the 
ore body. The Colorado Mining Com- 
pany of Huepac is doing little at its 
property. The stockholders are in 
Cananea. The company has a four- 
stamp mill on the ground, and fifteen 
hundred feet of development work. 

It ts reported that the Gireaux Con- 
solidated may resume operations at an 
early date at its well-known Sultana 
mine. The mine its located 20 miles 
east of Carbo, in what is known as a 
good field. The mine is distinct in 
that it was originally a copper propo- 
sition but Jeveloped later into gold. 
Its history is connected with the his- 
tory of the Ely district, as the profits 
from the Sultana went into the de- 
velopment of the Gireaux at My. 

A new gold field has been developed 
north of the city of Alamos, in southern 
Sonora, which promises to attract wide 
attention before fall.

UTAH CAPITAL INTERESTED. 


Golden Tral! Group of Prospects In San 
Francisco District Taken 
Under Bond. 

([SPRHOTAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TOTES) 

KINGMAN (Arts.) Aug. 4—The 
latest arrival of outside capital into 
the county is that of a strong comb!i- 
nation of Utah men, headed by William 
Ochs, mining engineer and metallurgist 
of Salt Lake City, which has bonded 
the Golden Trail group of prospects in 
the San Francisco District, about four 
miles northeast from Gold Road. 
Though developed by open cuts only. 
the general conditions, formation and 
actual mineral showing are so favor- 
able that the consideration is placed 
at $100,000, a top figure in this county 
for a prospect developed so little. 

‘The claims were located last January 
by Link McKesson, who n a short 
time proved a ledge about 11 feet wide, 
averaging $7 per ton in free milling 
gold. This is a much better surface 
showing than that of the Gold Road 
mine, with which it is nearly identical 
in formation, and Manager Phillips of 
the latter was so favorably impressed 
with the find that he called the atten- 
tion of his company to it. but they 
were unable to come to terms. 

The McKesson group is the first in- 
dication of a mine on the east side of 
the range for a distance of ten miles 
in the San Francisco District, and has 
every advantage of accessibility to the 
railroad and electric power besides be- 
ing well supplied with water. The 
property is within two miles of the 
Kingman power line and only ten 
miles from the Santa Fé road. Ochs 
proposes starting development work at 
once.

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CENTENNIAL To BE CELEBRATED 
DURING SEPTEMBER. 
School Authorities of United States 
Asked to Hold Exercises in Com- 
memoration of Mexico’s Separation 
from Spain—Martyrs Who Fell in 

the Cause of Freedom. 


[Chicago Record-herald:] In asking 
through the medium of letters sent to 
the public school authorities of large 
cities of the United States, that ex- 
ercises in celebration of the centen- 
nial of the beginning of Mexico's suc- 
cessful struggle against Spain for in- 
dependence, be held in the schools on 
Friday afternoon, tember 16, the 
educational authorities of the repub- 
lic south of the Rio Grande have giv- 
en an evidence of a desire for closer 
relaticns between the two countries. 
That public education is improving 
rapidly in Mexico is the claim of peo- 
ple familiar with the subject, and 
those who consider the schoolhouse 
synorymous with civilization see in 
this a hopeful sign of Mexico's real 
progress. The “teaching of patri- 
otism,” so mitch desired by enthusi- 
asts in all lands, may not be possible, 
Hut intelligent citizenship certainly 
depends on the schoolhouse for much. 
And Mexico evidently desires to be 
known of her neighbors’ children, with 
an eye to the future. 

“These exercises in the public schools 
of the United States,” says the letter 
of the Mexican authorities, “will de- 
velop in the minds of 30,000,000 Amer- 
lean boys and girls an interest in the 
location, government, sympathies, 
pleasures and resources of the peo- 
ple of the Mexican nation, and will 
result in a more complete understand- 
ing, a lasting friendship and a con- 
certed sympathy between the two na- 


much to be desired.” 

The public schools of Mexico as well 
as the nation generaliy, will hold ex- 
ercises in celebration of the beginning 
of the struggle for independence, Pub- 
lic schools are not numerous in the 
southern republic. Elementary schools 
number about 9200, and have about 
620,000 pupils enrolied. The need of 
schools is shown by the fact that in 
1895, the last year for which statistics 
are available, 10,346,899 out of a total 
of 12,491,573 population could neither 
read nor write, while 323,336 could only 
read. The difference between Mexico's 
political conditions and those of the 
United States seem to be in part ex- 
plained by these @gures. Republics do 
not flourish when they are wunsup- 
ported by a large middle class of in- 
telligent voters, and the middle class is 
what Mexico, like other Latin Amer- 
ican republica, lacks. 

It was on September 16, 1810, that 
Miguel Hidalgo, the parish priest at 
Dolores, near Guanajuato, upon learn- 
ing that some of his fellow conspira-

plotters, drove Hidalgo into sudden ac- 
tion. Whatever the cause, he became 
another 
eloquently and with powerful effect to 
the people and giving the character of 
a crusade to his insurrection by bear- 
ing aloft as he went through the coun- 
try the banner of Our Lady of Guada- 
lupe, patron saint of Mexico. 

Hidalgo captured the towns of Guan- 
ajuato and Guadalajara and gathered 
under his 
men. Had he been a statesman and a 
military genius as well as a strong- 
hearted, passionate protester against 
political oppression, he might have 
accomplished in a short time the end 
he sought. But as he advanced against 
Mexico Ctly a decree of excommuni- 
cation was issued aaginst him, the 
epirit of discord filled his followers, 
and his ammunition became 80 low 
that he was obliged to retreat. He suc- 
ceeded in rallying his forces, and, in- 
deed, increased their number to 100. 
000, but his army was little more than 
a disorderly mob. The 6000 Spanish 
volunteers sent by the viceroy speed- 
ily and pitilessly crus his follow- 
ers, and Hidalgo fied to the United 
States. There he sought arms and as- 
sistance, but was captured, taken back 
to Mexico, degraded from his priestly 
office and finally shot in Chihuahua. A 
few years later he was extolled by the 


execution was shown to travelers as 
a holy spot. The newly formed re- 
public that sprang from his efforts and 
those of succeeding revolutionary lead- 
ers erected-a magnificent statue to 
him, add the town Goliad, now in 
Texas, was named after him. At the 
time the name was given to the town 
Hidalgo was still proscribed by the 
Spanish authorities, and so the letters 
were rearranged, the H being left out 
as silent—an ingenious way of evad- 
ing the law. 

With serious troubles at home from 
the Napoleonic wars, Spain could not 
devote much of her energy to subdu- 
ing the Mexican revolutionists. José 
Maria Morelos, another- priest, and a 
pupil of Hidalgo in both theology and 
war, took up the sword that had fallen 
from the hand of the dead leader. He 
won a series of victories, in 1811, that 
completely paralyzed the Spanish 
power for several months, and became 
known as “the hero of a hundred bat- 
tles“ He also was a martyr to the 
revolutionary cause, and, like Hidal 
was betrayed into the enemy’s hands. 
Executed in December, 1815, his re- 
malns now repose in the cathedral at 
Mexico and his name ts rever 
throughout the country. 

Not until August 23, 1821, was Mex- 
ico declared independent by the treaty 
vf Aquala. Another military leader, 
Vicente Guarrerro, won the Anal vie- 
tories over the Spanish troops and re- 
organized the revolutionists. In Jan- 
vary; 1821, he, with Augustin de Itur- 
bide, another revolutionary leader, 
joined in the “plan de Iguala,” by 
which Mexico was to become inde- 
pendent under a ruler from the Span- 
ish royal family. The plan falled be- 
cause no satisfactory ruler could be 
obtained, but the negotiations with the 
Spanish government resulted in the In- 
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1884, when Porfirio Diaz became Pres. 
ident for the second time, the history 
of Mexico was one of alternating 
revolutions, disorder, conflicting poll- 
cles, political plots and counterpiots, 
military rule and financial! disorder. 
But for the strong arm of the United 
States to support it there can de no

A Twelve-Million-Dollar Theater. 

Three years more, at least, will be 
required to finish Mexico City’s $12,000,- 
000 white marble theater. o attempt 
will be made to crowd the work of 
building the marble facing to the 
edifice in time for the centennial cele- 
bration except in the matter of the 
front, where the best of the statuary 
and decorative work wil be put. The 
heroic figures to ornament the arch 
over the tympanum are now being put 


in place. The stage floor will have 
eight powerful elevators, o ted by 
electricity, for special scenic require- 
ments. Three large hydraulic elevators 
will operate the orchestra pit, so that 
the elevation of the musicians in front 
of the stage may be varied for grand 
opera and other necessities.

BARNWELL, June 27.—{To the Ka- 
itor of The Times:] I am mailing you 
today six small specimens, from one to 
five. miles from this place, all being 
from the New York Mountain mining 
district, this county.

AN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.—The #0- 

called strike of the iron workers in 

Los Angeles is apparently forgot- 
ten by the trade-unionists here, so en- 
grossed have they been in caring for 
the situation which has arisen as the 
result of the strike of the hod carriers 
here for an eight-hour day. 

There were some 5000 »buflding 
mechanics out of work as a result 
of the hod carriers’ strike, and it took 
all the time, energy and money 
that the unionists could muster to 
Straighten out the tangle without giv- 
ing any attention to the wage earners 
in Los Angeles, who were foolish 
enough to quit work at the suggestion 
of the labor agitators here, relying 
upon their promises to furnish them 
with food, clothing and shelter, and in 
the end recognition of the union by 
their. employers. 

Two hundred buildjngs were tied up 
as a result of the war precipitated by 
the hod carriers. The contractors stood 
to lose large sums, in addition to the 
loss of wages by the men. Mayor Mc- 
Carthy endeavored to make light of it 
all; but the employers would not look 
at it that way: they made a deter- 
mined resistance and won. The strike 
is over, and the strikers have aban- 
doned their demands. 

The building contractors, including 
even the California Metal Trades’ As- 
sociation, have banded together for 
their own protection against the unjust 
demands of the unions. They take the 
stand that heretofore they have al- 
Ways backed down, but that a halt 
must be cailed some time, and there is 
no time like the present. 

The carriers, backed up by the 
Building Trades’ Council, were demand- 
ing a reduction of one-half hour in 
their working day. The building con- 
tractors say this is equivalent to an 
increase in wages, as it Means the em- 
Ploying of an additional crew of hod 
carriers, and as they are now receiv- 
ing an average daily wage of $4.50, the 
contractors refused their demands and 
won the ‘fight. 

LABOR COUNCIL'S MISSTEP. 
Driven to desperation by the refusa 
of many of the unions here to con- 
tribute to the Los Angeles strikers, the 
Labor Council last week invited all un- 
ions having failed to “come through 
with the coin” to withdraw from the 
council, as that organization no longer 
cared to associate with that brand of 
trade unionists. This was paramount 
to suicide on the part of the Labor 
Council, as it will cause some twenty 
or more of the oldest and strongest 
unions in the city to sever their con- 
nection with the central labor body. 
Of course such action was intended to 
“bluff” the unions into paying the as- 
sessment, but it had the opposite ef- 
fect. I tion is rife among union- 
ists here over the action of the coun- 
cil, and instead of these unions being 
“bullied” into paying the assessment 
they are preparing to obey the order 
of the council and sever their affilia- 
tion with that body. Other unions are 
preparing to follow suit and many 
predict the dissolution of the 
council.

If the bacteria be introduced into 

a certain field they spread rapidly. 
Finally the farmers in Ohio loaned the 
farmers in Mississippi some of their in- 
fected dirt.

ers of the uninfected tes scattered 
this infected dirt over a small area. 
The bugs in it took hold and multiplied 
prodigiously. Then the infected farm 
loaned dirt to all its neighbors. Alb 
these, after farming the bugs for a 
season, planted their clover and al- 
falfa, the bacteria gave them the ne- 
cessary amoun’ of nitrogen, and the 
new crops brought added profit and 
to the sections in ques- 
n. 
Just now the State of Massachu- 
setts is the proprietor of the greatest 
of the bug farms. The gipsy and 
brown-tall moth have been introduced 
into New England through imported 
nursery stock, and are devourmg all 
the foliage of the New England trecs. 
They are destroying entire forests and 
threaten to s> spread as to become a 
national menace. The best way te 
tight their increase has been found to 
be the multiplication of their enemies, 
the parasites that feed upon them and 
kill them. In Europe the balance de- 
tween the moths and their parasites 
has long been so delicate that the trees 
have not greatly suffered. But in 
America the moth found no parasite 
and consequently it flourished unham- 
pered. The parasite has been intro- 
duced and the attempt is being made 
to develop such mumbers of them that 
the moth may be checked.

As more fly farm 
are established, and thelr product in- 
creases, it is hoped that the enemies 
of the trees of America will be 
checkmated and that freak farming 
will have scored another victory. 

Ree farming is at best something of 
a quaint and interesting operation. But 
doubly quaint is it when the farm hap- 
pens to be upon the top of one of New 
York's great skyscrapers, and the He- 
tle models of industry ply their trade 
over the heads of that human beehive 
of the four millions that lies below. It 
happens that there are scores of 
apiaries on the tops of great buildings 
in New York. There are also such 
“farms” on the roofs of Chicagp, of 
Washington, of San Francisco, and 
practically every other city in the Un- 
ion. As a matter of fact, there is more 
honey produced in the cities and towns 
of the nation than in the — The 
mass of this is, to be sure, n the 
smaller towns and the aplaries are in 
yards of cottages rather than upon 
roofs. But the house tops are ideal 
places for the bees. There is neither 
animal nor man there to disturb them. 
The very position of their homes gives 
them the advantage over their broth- 
ers downstairs for a bee circles to a 
considerable height before it starts on 
its journey for the sweets of the flow- 
ers.

The Lithographers’ Union Was Put 
Out of Running by Determined Em- 
ployers Four Years 

Unionites Proved Their Numerical 
Weakness at Recent Election. 


The “open shop” movement goes on 
apace among municipalities, the city 
of Portland being one of the latest to 
declare broadly for entire . freedom 
from labor domination. The country 
through, there are more strikes that 
fall than there are that win. One of 
the miost notable defeats of unionism 
was that of the Lithographers’ Asso- 
ciation in 1906. The Lithographers’ was 
one of the strongest labor unions in 
the country, affiliated with the Amert- 
can Federation of Labor. In August 
of that year a national strike was 
called. The association of employing 
lithographers was anxious to avold the 
Strike, and was willing to submit the 
grievance to an arbitration board. But 
the em would have none of it, 
In Buffalo 90 employés walked out. 
Ten out of fourteen lithographing 
firms in Cincinnati had to shut down. 
In New Haven 300 men walked out, 
and all over the country union men 
did the same. 

The employers deciared an open shop 
on August 3 of that year, and an open 
shop it hag been ever since. For 
awhile the union kept up the fight, 
but gradually the lithographing plants 
resumed full time. Some of the work- 


employés who returned with the un- 
derstanding that they could belong to 
no labor union. Today there is no 
— union in the IUthographing 
ru de. 

Whenever the unionites are com- 
polled to prove their strength they are 
not so strong as theif noisy demon- 
Strations would indicate. This was 
conclusively proved in Portland «a 
short time ago, in an attempt of the 
unionites to get one of their number 
on the Board of Education, so that 
they could run the schools on the 
cloped-s Principle. They conducted 
their fa te sort of campaign—villi- 
fication and vituperation; the polling 
places were in districts easily accessi- 
ble to their men. he hours of vot- 
ing. from 2 to 6, offered plenty of 
time for men who work eight hours 
a day to vote. No one was asked any 
questions as to citizenship, nor was 
anyone annoyed by inquiries regarding 
property qualifications. The newly-ar- 
rived strikemakers and the recently- 
imported walking delegates and busi- 
ness agents voted as freely as they 
could have done in their distant homes. 
And when their wives and sisters and 
sweethearts appeared the gentlemen in 
line gallantly stepped back and per- 
mitted them to vote without unneces- 
sary delay. Wagons and automobiles 
gathered up the union voters, and with 
merry rattle and cheerful honk bore 
them to the polls. It was a great day 
for the unions.

The Chief learned that in almost ev- 
ery cigar store gamblers have been 
reaping a rich harvest from enthusi- 
astic youths who have been lumed into 
squandering their earnings in an ef- 
fort to win from professional gamblers. 

It has been learned that boys as 
young as 15 years old have been per- 
mitted to risk small sums on the re- 
sult of a game, while messenger boys 
have been kept busy placing bets for 
women fans. Loud complaints have 
been made by baseball fans through- 
out the season that gambling on games 
threatened to ruin baseball, but here- 
tofore without result.

“The open season on deer should be 
shortened to not more than thirty days 
a year,” said Dr. T. 8. Palmer, head 


of the Federal game protection nerv- 


ice, yesterday. 

Dr. Palmer is visiting his father, H. 
A. Palmer, of No. 1741 Harvard boule- 
vard, and though his trip to this part 
of the country was prompted by pri- 
vate matters, he has been devoting 
considerable study to the problem of 
game preservation in this State. 

Dr. Palmers official title is as 
sistant chief of the biological survey 


of Agriculture. Un- 
der his direction come all matters 
pertaining to the conservation of game 
in the United States and its 
sions. Not only is he charged with the 
duty of seeing what can be done to 
prevent the wanton slaughter of game 
by hunters, but under his rupervision 
are all of the inspectors who stand 
guard at the ports lest bie or an- 
mais inimical to the game beasts and 
birds of the country be imported.

“There is no reason why deer shou 
not Increase in this State under proper 
conditions. An accurate means of re- 
cording the number of deer shot each 
season should be secured, and poe

They are too firmly entrenched in the 
northern part of the State to be suc- 
cessfully combated, but they can be 
kept out of Southern California.” 
There are fifty bird and game pre- 
serves in the United States and its 
possessions which come directly under 
the supervision of Dr. Palmer, The 
Hawalian Island reserve, commonly

Congress is charged with the duty of raising revenues 
to meet the expenditures of government. The national 
revenues with us come mostly from duties on imported 
goods. During nearly all the time we have been a na- 
tion the national parties have agreed that these du- 
ties should be so arranged as to give encouragement 
to home industries so as to make us industrially as 
well as politically independent and at the same time 
to make it possible to do as far as convenient our own 
work, thus adding to our common wealth, not impov- 
erishing us as a people. 

How much specific knowledge does the average 
American secure for himself on this matter? How 
many of us try to learn what we can produce at home 
to advantage, what is best to seek abroad? How many: 


of us trust with as blind reliance to the editorial col-) 


umns of our daily papers or swallow the statements of 
our political leaders with as blind reliance as a devo- 
tee ever gave the guide of his soul? 

For 110 years this subject has agitated the voters of 

this country in each generation, yet there is not a text- 
book on it today. We send men to Congress to pass 
laws to raise national revenues who do not know how 
much the govermment needs per year, the value of the 
imports that come in, where they come from, which 
can be best produced et home, which might more ad- 
vantageously be bought abroad, which would give most 
remunerative employment to our own people, which 
must reduce the cost of living if imported. 
Within a year certain self-styled leaders have told 
those who would listen that the great increase in the 
cost of living was due to the new revenue bill or tariff 
act. This statement was made in the face of the fact 
that the new act reduced rather than raised duties, and 
that the advances complained of had antedated the 
new law. Competent students like Prof. Jenks of Cor- 
nell University studied the subject to its roots and 
found this notion baseless. Yet the statement is still 
made by Congressmen,-even by Senators, and is still 
reiterated by the people in hundreds. 

Half the voters of the country, yes, two-thirds of 
them, at this moment are ignorant of what principles 
the political parties stood for two years ago. Public 
speakers make statements on this head directly at 
variance with the facts, 

Let us return to the point whence we started. The 
worldly condemn the religious roundly for an alleged 
reliance on blind faith, for following prejudice and net 
seeking the light of clear intelligence or accurate 
| knowledge. The charge is not well founded. There is 
| actually more critical questioning of religious than of 
political creeds. There is more serious effort made 
by the churches to instruct their people than by par- 
ties. Churchgoers put less implicit trust in the state- 
| ments of preachers than the members of parties in 
their leaders. 

Religion is barred from the public schools; so are 
party politics with equal propriety. But there are facts 
about religion which cannot be excluded from the class- 
rooms, and there are facts about the political history 
of the countriy which should not be excluded. Facts 
fairly stated cannot hurt any good cause. No end of 
time is wasted in the schools on matters of no practi- 
cal use In life. In teaching history the military battles 
lost and won are not the whole of the story. The politi- 


facts. The more facta we have the higher our inten- 
gence. His religious cause is bad who fears to have 
the light of facts turned on. So is his political creed 
who objects to the people knowing 

The government is about to undertake a careful 
study of the cost of producing things in the 
United States, with comparisons with competing coun- 
tries. The ascertained facts should be given as wide 
publicity as possible, and he is not a good citizen who 
neglects to study the results with the utmost care. 
We are too prone to accept statements with an uneriti- 
cal, unscientific spirit. Our politics is too much of a 
fetich. “The crying need is intelligence.” 
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Less of dogma: less pretense; 
More belief that Providence 
Sanctifies our common sense.

There are 
twice as many believers of this religion in India as 
there are men, women and children in the United 
States.

The Hindus believe that God manifests himself in 
many incarnations. Any great philosopher, priest or 
king may represent Him, and they have taken Buddha 
as one of His manifestations. They say that God as a 
whole is so great that Hc is beyond human concep~ 
tion. and therefore they worship Him in His various in- 
carnations. In this sense everything may be worshiped 
as a part of God, and it should be so, according as it 
is pure or good or as it is terrible and to be feared.

This is especially so of the natives of the higher castes 
In the jails of India the cook is always a Brahman, for 
otherwise the prisoners of the lower castes would not 
eat the food. I am told that prisoners have been 
flogged and have starved to death rather than eat 
victuals cooked by a low-caste man. 

During my travels in the Far East I have frequently 
been on steamers with Hindus of one grade or another. 
Those of the higher castes carry their cooks with them. 
They bring their own water on board and never come 
to the general tables. When the Rajah of Jeypore 
went to England not long ago, he had a ful retinue 
of servants and his own kitchen, which could be en- 
tered by none but his own people. 

The other day in visiting a temple here at Benares 
I met a Hindu with a beautiful brass bowl. He had 
just come up from the Ganges, and was sitting beside 
it. I picked it up. thinking to buy it. Thereupon the 
man grew angry, and my guide said that I had commit- 
ted an unpardonable sin. 

He said the man could not use the bow! until it had 
been heated red hot in the fire and thus purified. 


Effect of Western Innovation. 


The Hindus will not touch water which Ras not been 
drawn by their own people, and they must not eat food 
cooked in water supplied by different castes. This 
fact for a long time hindered the use of the water 
works which the English have introduced into some of 
the cities, but by a special dispensation granted by the 
Brahmans they are now raising the ban as to water on 
tap. This is one of the things tending to modify caste. 

Another is the railways and tramways. At Grst the 
Brahmans and others of the higher castes wanted cars 
of their own. They could not get them, and now all 
must travel tegether. The schools of the government 
admit pupils of all castes, and the Brahman boys now 
sit in the same rooms with the Sudras. 

The Brahmans have also changed certain caste rules 
as to drink. The stores are full of new things from 
abroad, and these are desired by all castes in common. 
It is allowable now to use patent medicines and soda 
water without lesing one’s soul A man is not 
damned if he buys ice made by a foreigner, and he can 
eat soda crackers without being polluted. 


One Million Fakirs, 


I have before me the government statistics of the 
chief castes of India as they are today. This divides 
them into about 100 different classes, some numbering 
millions and some but a few hundred thousand I am 
surprised to see that the fakirs, or religious devotees, 
have a caste of their own, and that there are more than 
1,200,000 in India. I see them everywhere, undergoing 
all sorts of mortification of the flesh to attain merit 
and consequent salvation. I photographed one today 
sijting in a hand cart which was pushed from place to 
place by his admirers. It was a rude three-wheeled 
affair, open all around and decorated with flowers. The 
fakir was the most horrible figure I have ever seen 
outside catacombs or a medical museum. He was a 


. living skeleton, almost stark naked, with great round, 


staring eyes and long, frowsy brown hair. His hands 
lay over the dashboard of the vehicle; they were claws. 
His shoulder bones almost protruded, and his knee 
bones, over which the flesh was tightly drawn, were 
fitted under his armpits, so that he sat erect with his 
knee actually under his arms. His face and body were 
smeared with ashes, and his great eyes alone showed 
the soul behind. 


A Horde of Dirty Fanatics. 


. I have seen many of these men during my travels in 
India. They never wash, and pride themselves on their 
uncieanliness. Their methods of torture are legion. 1 
have seen some who have sat or stood until their bod- 
ies have stiffened, and they could hardly move if they 
would. Some hold their arms erect until the nails 
grow into the flesh. There are fakers at Benares who 
never sit down, and others who lie on beds of spikes 
or nails or upon masses of broken stones. 

Some try to acquire merit by refusing to sleep, and 
others by eating all sorts of vile foods. Such men 
carry about human skulls as drinking cups. 

Among these religious frauds are those who claim 
they can remain buried under ground for a time with- 
out dying. Others are able to walk through fire, and 
at every holy fair you may see a half-dozen or 80 
undergoing tho ordeal of the five fires. The faker sits 
almost naked, with four fires about him, just far 
enough away to prevent the flesh from sizzling. He 
is out in the open, and the fifth fire is the tropical 
sun, which blazes down on his head 

You have all heard of the Juggernaut car. That is 
a fraud that was carried on at one place in India. 
Among other torments are the thrusting of pieces of 
iron through the flesh, and especially 
tongue, and another is the swinging to and fro of steel 
hooks fastened into the muscles of the arms and 
breasts. Such things are not common here. But they 
may be seen now and then; and the people believe 
that those who practice them acquire merit, and 
thereby attain a higher position in the transmigrations

IR ARTHUR NICOLSON, who has been appointed 
to succeed Sir Charles Hardinge as permanent 
Under Secretary at the British Foreign Office on 
the appointment of the latter to be Viceroy of India, 
comes to that post as did Sir Charles Hardinge from 
the embassy at St. Petersburg.

Sir Arthur Nicolson has had a distinguished career a» 
a diplomat. He entered the Foreign Office in 1870 and 
remained there in various minor capacities for four 
years. He was assistant private secretary to Earl 
Granville, when that nobleman was Foreign Minister 
from 1872 to 1874, and in the latter year he entered the 
diplomatic service as third secretary to the embassy 
at Berlin. After that he served with the embassies af 
Peking, Constantinople, Teheran and Athens, and in 
1888 he was appointed Consul-Genera! at Budapest. 
where he remained until 1893, when he returned to 
Constantinople as secretary to the embassy. After that 
he was agent in Bulgaria, Minister in Morocco and Am- 
bassador at Madrid. In 1905 he became Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg. 

Sir Arthur is entitled to write a lot of letters after 
his name. In addition to being a privy councillor he 
is a G.C.B., G.C.M.G., G. C. v. O., KC. B. K.C.LE., and a 
K.C.V.0.—all these letters representing honors cen- 
ferred on him by his sovereign. He is also a baronet, 
the eleventh of his line. and no doubt before long he 
will become a peer. C. B.

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‘Zoology of 
DEADLY MALADIES.

URGBEON-GENERAL WYMAN of the Public 
Health Service has been buying such quantities of 

live rabbits lately for use in his business that, in 
response to inquiry, he has felt obligcd to explain that 
the animals are wanted not for vivisection, but for the 
manufacture of serums and antitoxins. They are 
_ dosed with small quantities of disease germs again and

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the storage of food supplies. Experience has shown 
that the only way to get rid of such vermin is to de- 
prive them of food and hiding places. 

Bubonic plague depends for its distribution among 
human beings on two animals—the rat and the flea. It 
serves very strikingly to illustrate what might be 
called the modern zoélogical aspect of diseases. The 
working laboratory of the Public Health Service in 
Washington, is today, indeed, a sort of station for nat- 
ural-history research, and an official zodlogist, Dr. 
Charles W. Stiles, is in charge of one of its most im- 
portant departments. 

Nowadays when the study of a disease is begun sus- 
picions are always entertained against one or more ani- 
mals, as possibly accountable for the trouble directly 


or indirectly—just as, for example, the African croco- 


again, until, having been “hyper-immunized’ by this 
means, their blood contains an anti-poison utilizable as 
a cure for the malady, whatever it may be, in human 
beings. 


Mithridates of old, the celebrated King of Pontus, was 
so afraid of being poisoned that he dosed himself con- 
stanty with small quantities of various kind of poisons, 
in order that he might become in a measure proof 
against them. Practically the same method is adopted 
by the Public Health Service, which, in the manner de- 
scribed, “hyperimmunizes” such animals as sheep, 
horses, cows, and rabbits, with a view to the subse- 
quent employment of their blood for the cure or preven- 
tion of disease. It is by this means, for instance, that 
diphtheria antitoxin is obtained. 


By the same means it is hoped to secure a satisfac- 
tory serum for the treatment or prevention of the bu- 
bonic plague. Already, in India, a plague “vaccine” has 
been obtained—made by breeding the germs of the dis- 
ease in beef soup, and then kiling them by heat, the 
resulting fluid being administered by hypodermic in- 
jection. This is a matter of extreme importance, in- 
asmuch as the malady in question is, at the present 
time, threatening to ravage our own country. 


Our government, during the last fisca] year, spent 
large sums in fighting the plague on the Pacific Coast, 
and within the next twelve months it will expend much 
more for the same purpose. 


The plague is a rat disease primarily. It is conveyed 
to human beings (as well as to ground squirrels) by 
the flea. A flea bites a plague-sick rat, and, later on, it 
bites a man, thus inoculating the latter with the deadly 
infection. 

It is only through quite remarkable good luck that the 
malady has not already made its appearance at our 
principal Atlantic sea ports. 


jee (which has its headquarters at Washington) has 
had for some time past a complete plan of campaign 
mapped out to meet such an emergency. 

Immense quantities of grain and other merchandise 
are constantly being shipped from San Francisco and 
other Pacific Coast ports to the East. Rats are often 
transported with such merchandise, as involuntary pas- 
*sengers, hidden in grain sacks, or otherwise. Let one 
or two plague-sick specimens be delivered in New York, 
and the metropolis would be likely soon to have an epi- 
demic on its hands—the first warning of the outbreak 
being afforded by the finding of large numbers of dead 
and dying rats about the wharves and in the streets. 

To fight the mischief, if it once got started in New 
York, the municipality would be obliged to wage a war 
of extermination against rate. This would involve an 
expenditure of many millions of dollare—much money 
being required not only for the wholesale trapping and 
poisoning of the animals, but also for th rat-proofing 
of sewers, houses, and particularly buildings used for 
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site of “sleeping sickness,” which the dreaded tsetse fly 
(after biting the saurian, as is alleged.) conveys to hu-

“By a simple series of observations,” said the great 
criminologist, with a patient smile. “You have deen 
here several minutes and so far you have not said 1 
vum nor ‘I calkerlate, nor ‘Dew tell.’ You have not 
ejaculated ‘Jumpin’ Jehosaphat once, nor ‘Suffering 
cats!" You do not wear chin whiskers and you are not 
chewing tobacco and your trousers are not tucked into 
the tops of a pair of cowhide boots. Since you have 
already admitted to me that you came from New York, 
the absence of these things shows that you are en- 
deavoring to hide those racial peculiarities which every 
native British playwright and novelist knows to be 
typical of your nationality. You have been also caught 
out in an unexpected shower—your trouser legs are 
damp. it is now raining outside, and you are carrying 
an umbrella with somebody else’s initials on the han- 
die. You have prominent front teeth and are inclined 
te be stout. Correct me, if I am wrong in any of these 
deductions. You are smoking a cigar which you did 
not buy yourself. It was probably given to you by a 
wealthy acquaintance—it is a 25-cent cigar, and you 
have already said that you were a newspaper man. 
And you have come to ask me about the mystery of 
the mysterious murder of Hillfiop Terrace Islington, 
London, E. G.—the Blippen case?“ 

“How did you know that?” I asked, overcome with 
admiration for the wonderful powers of analysis of this 
man who had in his lifetime done so much for society 
and A. Conan Doyle. 

“Ah,” said Sherlock Holmes, “perhaps I know it be- 
cause you told me so when you first came in. And per- 
haps because | deduced it from my inner consciousness; 
who can say? But, really now, I do not think I can 
help you solve the Blippen mystery.

I'm not speaking of our retreats, remember now, but of 
our forward moments. 


“So the police go forward. First, Inspector Jerkins- 
Jones, accompanied by two constables, calls on Blip- 
pens and tells him informally, in the name of the 
Crown, greetings, that there’s a wife reported missing 
and asks him whether, by any chance. he's mislaid one. 
He gives them answers which border on the elusive. 
He says she’s dead; that she has gone to Los Angeles,

‘Blippens,’ he says to the suspect, ‘owing 
to the court being in mourning, things are a bit dis- 
arranged just now, but in the course of a few days, 
when the Home Secretary takes off heavy black, I'll be 
around to arrest you for murder, and it is my duty to 
warn you that anything you may say will be used 
against you, whether you say it or not. I trust you 
will be in when I come so as not to keep me waiting.’ 

“But in spite of all these careful precautions, when 
they return at the appointed time, the police find the 
villa locked up with a To-Let-Furnished sign on it, and 
Blippens actually gone. It's enough to undermine their 
confidence in human nature. it shows that this mur- 
derer is not a man of his word. It's what you get, so 
the authorities decide, for trusting one of these self- 
made, vulgar American bounder murderers, - — 


“But the great machinery of English justice soon re- 
covers from the first shock of disappointment. They 
put a piece in the paper appealing to Blippens, if he 
really calls himself a gentleman, to come in and surren- 
der and be hanged according to the old English common 
law. And after waiting for only two or three weeks 
longer, they send out circulars asking everybody to be 
on the lookout for him because he has a'most certainly

Yet, 
still he continues to absent himself from the vigilant 
detectives. It is unaccountable.”

Las Honduras (The Depths) is the name given the 
country by the Spanish Conquistadores in their march 
northward during their conquest of Central America— 
probably so named for the difficulties encountered in 
making trail over the mountains. 

Entering the republic on the Pacific or south side, we 
landed at Amapala, a well-protected port situated on 
El Tigre Island in the Bay of Fonseca. There is only 
a short wharf at Amapala to accommodate vessels of 


porpoise, and the surrounding mountains and islands 
were perfectly mirrored in its placid depths. Away to 
the west hung, like a pall, a heavy cloud of black 
smoke, marking the spot where Izalco, the ever-active 
volcano of El Salvador holds forth. We wound our way 
through channels between the heavy everglades, twist- 
ing and turning until I wondered at our boatman’s be- 
ing able to find the way at all. In places we entered 
lanes where the trees would approach one another till 
only a few feet of water remained on either side of the 
boat, only to emerge into open water again and perhaps 


or aigrets. 

Arriving at San Lorenzo, we found a flatboat unload- 
ong provisions and merchandise for the San Rosario 
Mine at San Juancito, 120 miles away. These supplies 
were loaded upon heavy bull carts of crude construc- 
tion; the wheels were of solid wood four inches in 
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light draught, so we were hustled into a canoe and 
rowed to the wharf by a native boatman. Here we 
were set upon by a throng of natives ranging from 
small boys to gray-haired men, every one of whom 
wished to carry our baggage to the hotel. After much 
bickering, one youth agreed to carry all our bundles, fif- 
teen in number, from the wharf to the customhouse 
and thence to the hotel for two and one-half pesos, 
the equivalent of $1 in our coin, and the bargain was 
made. 

We found the hotel to be a two-story wooden struc- 
ture, old, dirty and infested -with rats, bedbugs and 
other vermin. We secured rooms, or rather a room, 
with several cots in it, had our dinner and retired. We 
passed a sleepless night and arose at 4 a.m. for a meal 
of coffee, fruit, tortillas and honey, before embarking 
for San Lorenzo. In settling for our meals we were 
obliged to change some of our money for the coin of 
the country, an! received two and one-half for one, 
ope peso being worth approximately 40 cents United 
States coin. 

At.5:30 we entered a gasoline launch for the trip to 
San Lorenzo, the mainland port of Honduras in the 
Bay of Fonseca. We paid 25 pesos in advance for five 
of us and our baggage, and considered it very reason- 
able, for the distance is twenty-one miles. The trip up 


the bay was a beautiful experience. The water was as 


calm as glass except where broken by a rising shark or 
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yoke which fits upon the heads of the beasts and Js 
lashed there with buckskin thongs and rags. It is a 
very crude method of yoking oxen, but is invariable 
throughout Central America. 


After partaking of a breakfast of tortillas, honey, 
turtles’ eggs and chicken, we were informed that our 
beasts were waiting to take us to the capital, Teguci- 
galpa. We found awaiting us the poorest and scrawni- 
est lot of stock that I have ever had the misfortune to 
encounter, and the saddles simply beggared description; 
some were discarded cavalry saddles of antique design, 
some were old Spanish saddles, and some were simply 
pieces of stiff cowhide stretched over wooden frames. 
However, we mounted and set out upon our way north- 
ward. The road lies over a sticcession of rolling hills 
covered with a beautiful growth of tropical verdure. 
Cattle and hogs of inferior breeds were scattered 
through the country and paid no attention to us as we 
passed by. We were very fortunate in having as one 
of our party, Gen. Manuel E. Lardizabal, late of the 
Honduran army, an educated and accomplished gentle- 
man, and very kindly disposed toward Americans. The 
general named and described to us the points of inter- 
est on the way and assisted us greatly in arranging for 
accommodations.

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A Tragedy of the Range. 
A HEROIC ACT OF A YOUNG MEXI- $ 
CAN OF LONG AGo. +

N the balmy 22nd of May, in the year 1868, 2000 
0 and more fat and sleek, but tired, footsore steers 
were quietly resting. Some stood contentedly 
chewing, while many lay dozing in the rank alfilleria, 
on the great level mesa and down through the mouth of 
the Cafiada Verdi out onto the broad flats that lie along 
the river near the center of the Cuyama Valley. Only 
four days before they had been crowded into the mouth 
of the narrows of the Santa Maria River less than 
thirty-five miles below, and with much urging had been 
forced through, over and among the rocks of that fear- 

ful gorge. 

These were beef steers, bought and owned by a noted 
buyer and drover of early California days, Lugi Marre, 
then of San Francisco, and were gathered from the but 
slightly replenished herds of many ranchos, even below 
the pueblo of Los Angeles as far south as the Mission 
San Juan Capistrano. Trailing along the Camino Real, 
Iugi Marre and twenty trained vaqueros driving and 
guarding, more than half a hundred saddle horses in 
the caballada ahead, went over the Conejo and through 
the famous Gaviota Pass, into the head of the Santa 
Maria Valley. Here they left the usual route hat fol- 
lowed the old overland stage road, and laid their 
course for the mining towns on the Merced, Tuolumne 
and Stanislaus Rivers through the Coast Range by way 
of the Santa Maria River gorge known as the Narrows, 
through the Cuyama Valley and on over the San Joa- 
quin plains. 7 ; 

Old Antonio, who was chief cook of the culinary por- 
tion of this outfit, had made camp beneath the shade 
of a large white oak tree that still stands at the foot of 
the mesa bluff where the Agua Caliente spring pours 
down from the rocks and rushes to the river just below. 
It was near the noon hour, and over the coals broiled 
and baked the meat and the crisp tortillas. About 
lounged all but three of the vaqueros, inhaling the 
pleasant incense of the all but ready midday meal with 
the pungent smoke of their cigarettes. Three stood 
guard over the quiet herd, and one of these, José Cal- 
deron, a fair youth scarcely out of his teens—the pride 
and pet of the older vaqueros—stood beside his horse 
at the summit of a small knoll that rose to the height 


that commanded a perfect view of this characteristic 
Southern California pastoral scene of that time. 


Off toward the eastern horizon where the Sierra San 
Rafael meets the sky and erowds close in to the lofty 
Mt. Pinos of the Sierra Pelona there rose to view in 
the otherwise clear sky a small dark cloud that came 
on down the cafion of the upper Santa Maria River, and 
in a few minutes had spread out into a great dark mass 
that filled the entire upper end of the Cuyama Valley, 
shutting out from sight the mountains above.

A current of water will flow back and forth in a tide- 
water river, but on the island of Cephalonia, near 
Greece, is the curious phenomena of a river steadily 
flowing inward from the sea and disappearing. All 
rivers naturally flow toward the lower levels to the sea, 
and this curious instance on the island in the Mediter- 
ranean is not duplicated anywhere else in the world, so 
far as is known. 

The sea, which is almost tideless, enters the land at 
four points where the coast is practically on a level 
with the surface of the sea. These four streams unite 
to form the little river that flows inland until it finally 
disappears in the limestone rocks and sinks into the 
earth. The volume of the river is too great to be re- 
moved by evaporation, and the question is, where does 
it go?—[Exchange.

EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA COMPLETES 
EIGHTIETH YEAR Tu1s MONTH.

this month, when most of the royalty that reigns 
today will help “Europe’s grand old man,” Francis 
Joseph I. Emperor of Austria and King of Hungary, to 
celebrate his entrance upon the ninth decade of his 
tragic life. 

When this nestor of the world’s rulers was born, 
August 18, 1830 - none of the present heads of great 
states had yet seen the light, although Diaz of Mexico 
came into being when Francis Joseph was an infant 
of six weeks. Indeed, with the exception of the King 


T HE most notable birthday of recent years occurs

seph acceded to his throne in the early winter of 1848. 

He has reigned longer than any great ruler of modern 
times except Victoria, and if he lives until next June a 
year he will beat her record of sixty-three and a half 
years upon the throne. Next December he will end the 
sixty-second year of his reign. 


Too Strenuous for Roosevelt. 


How strenuous this royal patriarch still is he proved 
a few weeks ago when he planned a day’s programme 
for Theodore Roosevelt which included getting up iu 
the middle of the previous night and being on the hunt- 
ing grounds at sunrise to surprise the wily capercaiizie 
or wood grouse. And this was the only proposition 
made to him during his triumphal return from Africa 
that seems to have sounded a little too lively for the 
ex-President. At any rate, he declined, much to the 
disappointment of “Father Franz,” who for two gen- 
erations has been known as the mightiest nimrod among 
European royalty. He is said to possess the world's 
finest collection of hunter’s trophies, and so fond is he 
of the gunner’s sport that he reserves a place in his 
privy council for the grand huntsman of the empire. 
This factotum, who is thereby elevated above the Cabi- 
net, is the generalissimo of the many thousands of 
gamekeepers wearing the livery of Francis Joseph's 
family, the house of Hapsburg. The Emperor's favor- 
ite sport is hunting the chamois in the Austrian Alps, 
npon whose snowy crests he arrives on hunting days an 
hour before daybreak. At other times during his an- 
nual stay at his summer villa in these mountains he 
is off at daylight every morning upon the crags where 
he and his huntsmen climb all day, covering often ten 
or twelve miles before sundown. 


His Longevity Fads, 


He attributes his long life and remarkable preser- 
vation to these habits of early rising and living in the 
open air; also to frugal eating. Even while in his 
palace, at Venna, through the court season and all, he 
is up at 5 and has finished by 6 his breakfast of coffee 
and unbuttered bread. Then he sets out for a two- 
hour constitutional throurh the royal park of Schoen- 
brun, after which he drives into Vienna, to the Hof- 
burg, where business of state is attended to with hardly 
a stop for luncheon, which he eats from a tray set 
upon his desk, among the documents of state. Having 
finished this midday meal—generally soup, boiled meat 
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the fates seem to have conspired to make him the most 
unhappy and most unlucky monarch of all Christendom. 
In the first place his throne was trembling with bit- 
ter revolution when he mounted it, and no sooner had 
he donned his iron crown than he had to replace it 
with the helmet of the soldier and wade in the gore 
of one battlefield after another. His defeat by the 
Prussians at Sadowa was a blow from which he never 
recovered, but the blackest griefs which have descended 
upon him heve been a long succession of domestic 
tragedies. 

An unhappy marriage was his first great trouble. 
Early in his twenties it had been arranged for him to 
marry the eldest daughter of Duke Maximilian of Ba- 
varia, but upon visiting her he fell desperately in love, 
at first sight, with her little sister Elizabeth, whom he 
saw playing in the park. Breaking off the engagement 
with her sister, he married the little princess, who was 
weceived in Vienna with a coldness which during the 
remainder of her life caused her to dislike the Aus- 
trians. Her husband’s family, of the house of Haps- 
burg, which prides itself on having the bluest of royal 
blood flowing in the world, snubbed her because her 
father was a mere duke and a poor one at that. So the 
Empress became exclusive, and to fight down her un- 
happiness she took to violent outdoor sports ad tobacco.

And this nephew of Francis Joseph's, who thus be- 
came the Crown Prince and heir to his throne, is also 
somewhat mixed in his marital relations. Four years 
after becoming heir apparent and while in full realiza- 
tion of the consequences of his act, he married Count- 
ess Sophie Chotek, a Bohemian girl of excellent family, 
but not of royal rank. And since under Austrian law 
a marriage of a royal person outside his own caste is 
morganatic, this good woman has had to make a solemn 
and formal renunciation of her rights as queen em- 
press and those of her children to the succession. Thus 
when Francis Ferdinand becomes Emperor she cannot 
sit upon the throne beside him nor can she or her chil- 
dren have any rank at court other than due them by 
virtue of her inferior rank as “Duchess of Hohenberg.“ 
a title conferred upon her by the Emperor. Moreover, 
her husband, the Crown Prince, because of his indiffer- 
ence, coldness and neglect to master Magyar and the 


| other dialects of his future subjects, is very unpopular 


throughout the kingdom. Fe has chosen to be a re- 
cluse rather than to travel and study the conditions of 
his people and their empire, which, it is predicted, wih 
break into the two independent states of Austria and 
Hungary soon after the death of Francis Joseph, who 
can fluently converse with his people in all of their 
various tongues and who is regarded as more beloved 
by his own subjects than any other monarch of the 
world. 

Indeed, the last drop of gall that has been put in the 
cup of the octogenarian Emperor has been added by his 
present heir, whom he holds in such contempt that 
he will not mention his name.

At 
the end of that time his blood contained 5,000,000 red 
corpuscles to the cubic centimeter. In other words, an 
anemic man had been made normal. 

Dr. Monneyrat cites instances of men whose blood 
has been enriched to above the norma] by automobile 
journeys, the number of red corpuscles having some- 
times increased to as high as 6,000,000 per cubic centi- 
meter. 

What is true of the number of corpuscles is also true 
of their strength. The most important constituent of 
the red corpuscles is hemoglobin. A patient of Dr. 
Monneyrat’s who had only 60 per cent. of the normal 
quantity of hemoglobin of his blood was sent on a 
month's journey in a motor car; after it his blood con- 
tained 85 per cent. of the normal quantity of hemoglo- 
bin. In the case of another more serious case of anae 
mia, in which there was only 45 per cent. of the nor- 
mal amount of hemoglobin, three months of motoring 
raised the quantity to 75 per cent. 

A debate among French physicians proved that no 
other treatment produced anything like such rapid re- 
sults. 

Dr. Laverel, a French specialist in diseases of the 
nerves, cures his neurasthenic patients by taking them 
out in his car or by ordering them to travel in their 
own. The first benefit that a neurasthenic patient de- 
rives from motoring is ability to sleep. . Motoring 
makes the sleep of the normal man more profound, 
longer and more regular. 

These benefits to the blood and the nerves are pro- 
duced by the rush of pure air against the skin and into 
the lungs, which it stimulates to déeper breathing.

A Discover¥Y THAT MAY REVOLUTION/ZE LIFE 
IN THE Conn BELT. 


{The Hesperian:] A new use has been found for the 
humble corncob and the pile of straw in field or barn- 
yard. Experiment has revealed a method of transform- 
ing the corncob into a coke that is hotter by far than 
that obtained from Pennsylvania coal. A Cleveland 
chemist, at Beatrice, Neb., has proved the commercial 
value of an invention of J. Russel Coutts. As a result, 
the problem of getting cheap gas in a region hundreds 
of miles from coat mines has been practically solved. 

It was Mr. Coutts’s innate love of a bonfire that in- 
directly led him to make what gas men say is certain 
to revolutionize the industry in those sections remote 
from the gas coal supply, and adjacent to the wheat 
and corn belt. Something over a year ago he was vis- 
iting a friend in Canada. The friend owned a big 
ranch. He had just completed threshing, and the great 
stack of straw that remained had no market that jus- 
tified the expense of loading and hauling. So he fol- 
lowed the usual custom of burning it. Mr. Coutts war 
given the job of lighting the straw stack. He was glad 
of the opportunity. He noticed that immediately above 
the burning material hovered a familiar blue flame. 
His nostrils were assailed by the sickly sweet fumes of 
carbon monoxide, a constituent of water gas. Then the 
great idea came. Why was it not possible to produce 
for commercial use gas from straw? The more he 
thought about it and the more he experimented, the 
more evident it became that he had found something 
valuable. Being such a simple proposition, however, he 
feared that possibly it was an old idea, abandoned be- 
fore his day. 

Business called him to England within a short time. 
and there he put in. several months delving in the 
selentific libraries of Oxford and Cambridge. Thorp, the 
great English chemist, to whom he made known his 
mission, assured him that it was something new. Re- 
turning to America, he consulted with Dr. Chandler of 
Columbia, one of the greatest agricultural chemists. 
Chandler declared at once that he had hit upon some- 
thing valuable, and in his enthusiasm he aided in mak- 
ing elaborate laboratory tests. They proved to be suc- 
cessful. Mr. Coutts laid béfore capitalists of Cleveland 
his discoveries. They tested it in a suburban gas plant 
with wonderful success. Then they gave him $100,000 


and told him to make an experiment upon a large scale. 


and under such conditions as would prove or disprove 
its commercial value. 


Manifestiy, as straw. cobs and cornstalks were to be 
employed as fuel, it was advisable to get into the center 
of the grain belt. This led to the selection of Nebraska 
as the scene of experiment. Gramineous gas is the sei- 
entific name for the product. In common parlance, it 
is corn gas. The process of manufacture is simple. 
Practically the same apparatus as is used for ordinary 
gas making is employed. Instead of shoveling coal into 
the retorts, bales of straw or cobs are dumped in. At 
the beginning the retort was heated with coal, but 
after the cobs were found to produce a better coke, the 
use of coal has been discontinued. When the retorts 
get well heated the gas is thrown off, collected, purified 
and placed in reservoirs or holders. Thirty per cent. 
of the original weight of. the straw, cobs, or stalks re- 
mains after the gas is extracted, and this is used to 
heat the benches or feed the boilers. This is about 
enough raw material to make the process self-contain- 
ing, and eliminates any necessity for coal. 

In heating power the corn gas runs as high as 660 
British thermal units without enrichment, while ordi- 
nary gas is a hundred units less The new gas can be 
produced, if the inventors are to be believed, at a cost 
that will make it possible to control the industry within 
reasonable distance of the cob and straw supply. In 
truth, they could sell gas for 50 cents a thousand and 
make all kinds of money. The cost is almost as low as 
natural gas where the latter has to be piped any con- 
siderable distance. 

Wheat in the West is now very generally thrashed 
out in the open. The thrasher goes out to the field, 
along with the reaper, and separates the grain from 
the chafi, right on the spot. The straw is tossed off 
to one side in big piles by a column of air, operated 
through a stacker pipe. Under the new process the gas 
company’s baler will come along, compress the straw 
into small bales and make it ready for the farmer to 
haul to town and get his money. Twenty tons of it 
can be put in the ordinary car, so effective is the bal- 
ing process. Owners of the Coutts patents have se- 
cured franchises for gas plants in Western Canada and 
the Dakotas in a dozen or more cities. They propose 
to erect others just as fast as they can. They not only 
assert that they will inaugurate an era of cheap illumi- 
nating gas for the West, but that they can supply it 
for power and fuel purposes so cheaply as to make com- 
petition of gasoline and soft coal impotent or impos- 
sible

OME years ago, when the writer did considerable 

botanical collecting, he sometimes came across 4 
very interesting semi-aquatic plant of almost noble pro- 
portions, popularly known as the Giant Burr Reed and 
to the botanist as Sparganium eurycarpum. 

This plant is not at all common, though occasional in 
the bed of the Los Angeles River, both above and 
below the city, but not close in, and also along Ballona 
Creek. In relationship it is close to the cat tail (Ty- 
pha,) and sometimes placed in the same natural order, 
but usually in one of its own. Its leaves are like those 
of the cat tail, but the flowers instead of being in “tails” | 
are in spiky burrs, sometimes nearly an inch through, 
resembling ‘a green, spiked cypress cone. The plant 
often grows more than eight feet high, and is sufficiently 
showy to merit a place in water-side plantations. Why 
it is not grown with the better-known cat tails is hard 
to explain, for it is equally ornamentive and much rarer, 
also more of a curiosity.

den to other phases of teaching, so that, in a sense, it 
forms the basis of the whole school idea. 

Thus, arithmetic is taught in planning and laying out 
the garden; the multiplication table, fractions, lessons 
in finding areas and perimeneters, measuring distances 
and other work of like nature all have their place.

Other phases of teaching are illustrated and developed 
in the garden work. Facility in the use of language is 
promoted by encouraging and demanding conversations 
on the work done and things observed.

Drawing is helped, and coloring by the drawing 
of plant life. Practical lessons in ethics and behavior 
are developed in the garden work, which have a very 
high value in practicability. One child, for example, 
will help a sick child; one will learn that he must do 
the joint work necessitated by the development cf a 
concerted scheme; and in other ways the children learn 
to understand the relationship which must exist be- 
tween every member of a single community.

Many 
of these are national in character; others are local or 
sectional, covering only a given geographical area in 
their operations. The good they have accomplished in 
an educational way is almost incalculable. Not only 
have their efforts resulted in better poultry and more

of it, but they have established standards of value in 
the different breeds and varieties; they have eliminated 
faults in both color of plumage and other sections of 
the bird; they have extended the popularity of poultry 
culture, especially the fancy end of it; they have aug- 
mented the egg yield and enhanced the value of car- 
cass; indeed, in more than one instance the specialty 
club has dominated the action of the national body 
itself. All of which has been accomplished by unity 
of action, by close study and observation of the birds 
under the care of men and women who are first fan- 
clers and then commercial] breeders. - 


In this State there are a number of strong specialty 
clubs that are really doing a splendid work. Chief 
, among these must be mentioned the Pacific Black Min- 
f orca Club, consisting of about seventy-five members, 
" and representing about 4000 head of Black Minorca 
0 fowl. Allowing the usual yield of 150 specimens of 
hen fruit for each hen, we certainly have a handsome 
showing for product. Since its inception in 1908 the 
Black Minorca has gained in numbers and prestige in 
this section. 

Another strong club is the Rhode Island Red organiza- 
tion, which has done more to bring this breed to the 
fore than all other influences combined. At late shows, 
this breed represented the largest entry. As an all- 
purpose fowl it stands at the head, the hens laying a 
goodly number of eggs, while in quality of carcass it is 
among the best. 


what is possibly our best meat @reed, but it practically 
put it on its feet by doing away with the name “In- 
dian Game,” which carried with it an erroneous im- 
pression that it belonged properly to the Game class 
The standard it established has become national in its 
operations. To be sure, it “fell down” in its endeavor 
to have the breed taken out of the Oriental class and 
placed in the English at the last A.P.A. meeting, but 
there are other days coming, and we look forward to 
the time when it will be accomplished.

Two Superb Mediterranean Heads. 


There are no two breeds in the Mediterranean class 
more popular with the poultry breeders in the South- 
west than the White Leghorn and Black Minorca. As 
is well known, the former stands supreme in Northern 
California, while the latter has a very strong following 
south of the Tehachepl. For this reason we have no 
-apologies to offer in presenting to our readers two 
superb illustrations of two grand specimens from 2 
late issue of the Feathered World of London. The 
first pictures the winner of challenge trophy and cup 
for the best White Leghorn cockerel at the Leghorp 
Club Show in London; the second, the best Black 
Minorca cockerel at the Palace Show. As contra-dis- 
tinguished from the American ideal, it will be noticed 
that the combs are heavier (more beefy) and the neck 
more stocky. The English are great on utility, hence 
bléckiness in body has its attractions to them. The 
American bird, we believe, is the egg machine, and also 
to be preferred for its graceful carriage. 


Lettuce for Green. 


It pays any poultry keeper to grow lettuce for poul- 
try, planting seed at proper intervals. When wild birds 
take the young plants, sow in a seed bed made in a big 
flat box, and raised from the ground, with an inch-mesh 
wire net cover. During the heat of summer, gunny 
sacking must be put over the wire until the seedlings 
are up and strong. Transplant the seedlings at proper 
times, and hide the young things in a deep mulch from 
the birds until well along. Cabbage lettuce is most 
profitable for poultry, and a family man can use the 
crisp centers for the table salad, and have plenty of 
good green for the hens. Little chicks can manage let- 
tuce fresh better than any other green. 


Did you ever consider that the manner in which fowl 
are killed and bled, cleaned, trussed and “cured” has 
an important bearing on the palatability of your 
chicken dinner? Just give these few thoughts serious 
consideration when selecting the bird that is about to 
“travel the bourne from whence no traveler returns,” to 
serve the comforts of your family, and possibly you 
will denote a pleasing difference when you dine on its 
flesh. 


At Times a Good Thing. nis 


As a general proposition, we do not advocate sending 
away from home for breeding stock or eggs for hatch- 
ing. To the person who is about to begin in the poultry 
business, as well as the person who only wants a family 
flock, the local stock will be found quite as good as the 
imported. But very often a breeder wants birds for 
specific purposes in the carrying out of his breeding 
pens; again it is desirable to introduce new blood, the 
strain of which should be known; at other times one 
cannot always find out just what is needed from local 
breeders. For any one or all of these reasons it may 
be advisable to send elsewhere for stock and eggs. As 
a well-known writer has well said: “When inbreeding 
has been long continued, a real or fancied necessity for 
the introduction of fresh blood arises.. To introduce 
fresh blood, and at the same time to avoid the intro- 
duction of antagonistic tendencies and qualities, one 
should confine himself not only to the same breed, but 
so far as possible to the same strain. But if one pro- 
cures stock of the same strain, bred in the same neigh- 
borhood, the blood of his stock will not be freshened 
and the advantages for which he hoped will not be ob- 
tained. But if he procures stock from a distance, bred 
from the same strain but under different environment, 
these advantages will be obtained. Change of environ- 


the blood to produce the desired improvements.” 


In animal and bird life, as well as plant life, environ- 
ment has a decided influence. A New England bird in 
the third generation and of the same strain as the Cali- 
fornia-bred specimen will possess peculiarities and po- 
tentialities which may be of service to a California 
breeder. 


The Heat of Summer. 


Unless their physical comforts are looked after by 
the caretaker, chickens will suffer more or less from the 
effects of the hot summer days, which arrived in regu- 
lation form last week. As precautionary measures, 
fresh, cool water is an essential. Where water is piped 
into the yards, the dripping faucet is excellent, but 
where water is supplied in vessels, a fresh supply at 
least twice a day is advisable.

When it was 
safe to do so, she “let them down by a cord through 
her window,” and the spies went back to Joshua and 
brought the report that “The cities were great and 
walled up to heaven.” 


Closed at Sunset. 2 


St. Paul, in escaping from Damascus, had to de let 
down in a basket from a rope from the window over- 
looking the wall of the city. 

The gates of a city were always closed at sunset. 
Caravans arriving after dark were obliged to wait out- 
side until morning. Travelers on foot could enter the 
city by the small door of the gate, which was known 
in gospel days by the figurative expression: The eye 
of the needle. Christ was referring to this custom of 
making the camels wait outside the gate until dawn, 


because of the impossibility of their passing through 
the smaller door, when He said: “It is easier for a 
camel to go through the eye of a needle.” 


Though the gates of Jerusalem still stand and a sen- 
tinel guards them yet, they are never closed by day or 
night. There is only one exception, which is a very 
remarkable one. It was an Oriental custom to honor 
a great guest or a festivity by opening a new gate 
for them and after the feast closing it in memory of 
their entry through it. It is exceedingly interesting 
in this connection to note that the eastern gate of 
Jerusalem is the only gate which is closed today. It 
has been perpetually closed, for the Mohammedans 
have walled it in completely. It leads from the Temple 
to the Mount of Olives. It is the gate through which 
Christ passed so often on His way from the temple to 
Bethany. Strangely enough, Ezekiel prophesied centu- 
ries before that: “This gate to the east shall be closed 
and no man shall enter in by it because the Lord hath 
entered by it, therefore it shall be shut.” 


The Mohammedans, who know nothing of this 
prophecy, make the following remarkable explanation 
regarding the closing of the gate. They say that it 
will never be opened again until the Christians’ Prince 
shall come and take Jerusalem. Nowadays it is more 
usual to build a new road for an honored visitor. When 
the German Emperor visited Jerusalem for the conse- 
cration of the new German church, a road was cut 
through the rocks and hills around Jerusalem to the 
Mount of Olives. It afforded the most beautiful pano- 
ramic view of the city to be seen anywhere. Numbers 
of men and women were set to work to “Gather up the 
stones” to clear the road—just as in olden days. 


nounced the edict of liberty. Now there is no law 
against a woman's face being seen in public. The bride 
in Canticles lamented in sorrow and shame that “they 
have taken my veil away.” In the story of Rebekah’s 
journey on camel-back to her husband's home we are 
told that upon seeing Isaac in the distance she imme- 
diately covered her face with her veil. These long veils 
are very useful at times. When marketing, they are 
used as baskets, and often contain eggs, butter and 
cheese tied up in the corners. Ruth the Moabitess used 
hers to gather up the wheat to take home. The 
women of the Orient have their little vanities just as 
other women all over the world. St. Paul spoke re- 
provingly of “the outward plaiting of the hair and the 
wearing of apparel.” This refers to the custom of 
adorning the head with bright head bands and glitter- 
— coins and flowers and ornaments on festive occa- 
sions. 


Peculiar Water Vessels. 


Many important events take place at the well side. 
Youths are attracted there by the sight of the grace- 
ful maidens. Many a marriage results from a meeting 
at the well. It was there that not only Rebekah, but 
Rachel and Zipporah were found by their husbands. 


Some of the water vessels taken to the well to be 
filled are made of dried goats’ skins. These are the 
bottles which Christ referred to when He said: “No 
man putteth new wine into old bottles lest the new 
wine doth burst the bottles and the wine is spilled.” 
These bottles when full of water are tied at the neck 
and carried slung over the back of the water carrier. 
Very often he sells cups of water from it on hot sum- 
mer days, through the streets. He uses poetical] lan- 
guage to advertise his business. He repeats almost lit- 
erally the language of Isaiah: “Ho, every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to the water, and he that hath no 
money come ye and buy without price.” Notwith- 
standing his beautiful invitation, he expects to be paid 
for every drop of waier he pours ont. These bottles 
become black from the smoke of the fires in the tents. 
David said in his humiliation and sorrow: “I am be- 
come like a bottle in the smoke.” Other bottles are of 
earthenware and have peculiar little spouts. These are 
used for drinking from and for the “washing of hands.” 
The custom of washing the hands before eating is often 
referred to in the scripture. The oriental mode of do- 
ing this is rather peculiar. The servant pours the 
water from the spout of this stone jar onto the out- 
stretched hands of his master and wipes them with a 
towel. It is a service of humility and respect. It re- 
minds one vividly of the instance when the Savior per- 
formed this service of love to His disciples to teach 
them a lessom of willing service one to another. Be- 


There are numberless incidents which take place to- 
day in the streets of Jerusalem, in the fields and in the 
market-places, which illustrate scenes of Bible days. 


One of the most interesting, perhaps, since our Lord 
took it as symbolic of uprightness in man's dealings 
with his fellow-men, is the daily scene of measuring 
wheat in the market-place. The official measurer is 
hired by the vender of wheat, and he measures the 
quantity before the eyes of the purchaser. He shakes 
the wooden measure and continues pouring on more 
wheat unti! it literally runs over. By his very act he 
seems to reécho Christ’s words: “Good measure, 
pressed down and shaken together and running over, 
shall men give unto your bosoms.” Then he lifts the 
measure and pours the wheat into the large blouse of 
the buyer's long, wide shirt, which is gathered in at 
the waist by a broad girdle. 


Clothes of Camel's Hair. 


This forms an immense pocket. It is in this shel- 
tered place that the shepherd carries his little lamb, and 
of which Isaiah spoke in figurative language regarding 
the Messiah's love for His people. 

“He shall carry the lambs in His bosom.” As the 
garments of the men are flowing, the skirts are some- 
times tucked up into the girdles so as to allow the 
wearer to work more easily. This is what was called 
“having their loins girdled.” 

The men's cloak is still made of camel's hair, like 
the one which John the Baptist wore. It is sleeveless, 
but very heavy and warm. It is very easily put on, and 
we can understand why that should have been chosen 
as an expression of swiftness: As a shepherd putteth | 
on his outer garment.” 

The women wear plain loose blue gowns, with wide 
girdles. On their heads they wear stiff caps, to which 
are attached all the gold and silver coins they possess. 
A married woman wears all her dowry sewn onto her 
cap. It is as safe there as in the bank. She never 
takes it off her head by day or night, and the worst 
robber would never molest a woman's head dress. This 
money is never used unless absolutely necessary. It is 
a matter of great pride to a woman to have as many 
of these glittering pieces as possible and to keep the 
number intact. Seeing how zealously the women guard 
these precious coins, one can realize better what it 
meant to the woman in the parable to have lost one 
of these pieces. It was a disgrace before all her neigh- 
bors. The moment they heard of her loss they all 
came and wept with her and helped her to search for 
it with their little virgin lamps. Having found it, they 
rejoiced loudly. 
All Are Neighbors. 


The people of a village are all “neighbors,” and have 
a strong sense of the duties of neighbors. By their 
loud cries of rejoicing the news would soon spread, and 
to each new visitor the happy woman would exclaim: 
“Rejoice with me, for I have found the piece which | 
lost. 

Over their tall caps they wear the picturesque white 
veil, which falls gracefully over their shoulders. The 
veil in the Orient is significant of modesty, and a 
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fore meals, it is customary for a servant to perform 
this act of deference to each guest in turn as they re- 
cline around the table. 


Meal-Time Customs. 


It is still enstemary in well-to-do homes to recline on 
couches during the meals, but in the village homes the 
people sit on the matted floor around the large wooden 
bowl which contains the cooked rice or beans. The 
head of the house opens the meal by taking up a hand- 
ful of the greasy rice and a piece of bread, and rolling 
it into a ball he places it into the guest’s mouth him- 
self. This complimentary act is the sign for all those 
assembled to literally “dip in the dish,” eating with 
their hands. It recalls to our minds the act of the be- 
trayer, who dipped into the dish with his Master and 
then gave Him over to His enemies. When the even- 
ing meal is over, the comfortables are taken off the 
shelves and spread on the matting for the family to sleep 
on. This explains the ease with which the healed man 
could obey Christ's command: Take up thy bed and 
walk.” Beds consist only of comfortables. When the 
children are all rolled up and asleep the women in the 
homes begin the grinding of the wheat for the bread 
for the next day, while singing plaintive lullabies. 


This is monotonous work, and was often given to 
prisoners to do. The reproach: “Come and sit in the 
dust and take the millstone.” Samson's enemies set 
him to grinding when he was their captive. Ezekiel, 
speaking of utter desolation, used the expression, well 
understood by the people: ‘Phe erinders shall cease 
and the sound of grinding be low.” Christ, speaking 
of the destruction of Jerusalem, said: “Two women 

the one shall be taken 
and the other left.“ | 


The Cawn of Freedom, ' 


The method of sifting the wheat is also referred to 
by the Prophet Amos: Like as corn is sifted in a 
sieve, yet shall not the least grain fall upon the earth.” 


The women are as busy in the fields as in the houses. 
There are Ruths gleaning and reaping and winnowing 
and even plowing by the side of the oxen. To the 
town the women come bearing the produce of their 
fields, and they look very pictutesque “sitting in the 
market-place.” On their heads they carry large baskets 
and on their shoulders their small sons sit, taking their 
first lessons in riding. This leaves the women’s arms 
free for the other purposes. Baby girls are carried in 
a carpet hammock slung across their mothers’ shoul- 
ders. There is a figurative prophecy regarding the bet- 
ter standing of women in the Orient in days to come 
in the proclamation: “Their daughters shall be car- 
ried upon their shoulders.” N 


Those better days are now at last breaking, for this 
is the dawn of freedom frum subjection for women in 
all Turkey and the Holy Land. Now that her fetters 
of immutability have been loosened, this land, which 
has through the ages preserved her traditional customs 
and retained her quaint poetical and figurative forms 
of speech, will doubtless before long be affected per- 
manently by the influx of civilization. What has been 
one of the chief charms of this iand for Bible students 
will before long be a thing cf the past.

CORRESPONDENT who visited the State last win- 
ter to try conclusions with a ready-made Tokay 


ass vineyard consisting mostly of half-alive cuttings, is 
5 discouraged about the fruit industry. I wrote him com- 
mending his personal opinion, but also advising him 
ee: that the fruit outlook is, like the sun—exceeding 


7: bright except in a few variable but very dark spots. 
8 The spots are governed in extent by ignorance, incapac- 
ity and inattention to business, obscuring with them 
the business of many grape, prune and raisin growers, 
and abetted by out-of-date marketing systems. He 
writes his concern about the danger of the removal of 
fruit tariffs, which is of no interest one way or the 
other to one who thinks fruits will grow of themselves 
in California. 


But there is a broader view. With meats soaring 
from rump steak to brisket and no prospect of a fall, 
millions of people will come to fruit as a food. Dr. 
Brook of The Times is doing all he can to bring that 
about even now. The “corn-flake” man is exclaiming 
upon a page in every magazine: “Why pay 50 cents for 
a mite of mutton chops when 10 cents will buy five 
meals of corn?“ The health culturists are all “Sunny 
Jims,“ and we are deluged with accounts of the finest 
specimen of “female womanhood” in the world who 
lives upon fruits and swims like a fish. Men who dis- 
card meats are the most robust and powerful of all, and 
the world is rapidly coming to a fruit-vegetable diet— 
all of which Dr. Brook firmly believes and much of 
which the circumstance of meat prices is being forced 
into the tenets of the writer. 


So I see nothing dark about the future of fruit grow- 
ing in this State excepting through the mistake of the 
individual grower. The tariffs we are entitled to, and 

must have as a matter of right. If the tariff is a local 
issue, then the good league of citrus growers has or- 
ganized a good cause in getting the coéperation of over 
800 fruit and vegetable organizations, most of which 
associations are in the south and are represented by 
Democratic Congressmen. The repeal of fruit duties 
would be about as tough a job as could well be under- 
taken. With all these facts in evidence and taking into 
account the rapid increase of fruit production the out- 
look for the future is not bad at all. The industry is 
suffering from the production and shipment of inferior 
fruit everywhere. but that fault can be corrected by the 
growers themselves. 


Growers’ Fumigating Company. 


MOVEMENT is under way at Pomona that will be 
watched with interest by every citrus-fruit section of 
the State. It is a proposition to fight fruit pests 
through a general organizaion of growers formed for 
that special purpose. The company has ordered 70,000 
- yards of tent matgrial from a cotton mill in New Hamp- 
shire, ordered the construction of wagons and other 
facilities for handling the business, and is now seeking 
that most difficult of all commodities to procure—ex- 
pert service. I have been informed that the new com- 
pany has offered constant employment to a competent 
manager at $200 per month. He would be worth it. 

P. C. O'Gara, ho has been in charge of the pear- 
blight work for years in California and Oregon, has 
just retired from the Federal service to aecept a posi- 
tion at $5000 per year—two or three times the salary 
he was paid by the Department of Agriculture. He is 
now employed by the Rogue River, Oregon, Apple 
Growers’ Association. His duties involve blight and 
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insect control, frost fighting, and advising the growers 
upon all matters pertaining to their business The 
Pomona company is using sood business tactics in seek- 
ing the best service, in adopting all the improved meth- 
ods of fumigatinge and in getting supplies at the lowest 
rate.

I unwrapped about a hundred 
fruite to see if the quality was uniform. Was it? Did 
you ever see a carload of navel oranges packed true to 
size, quality and appearance? Every pear was a dupli- 
cate of every other, and near the pear orchards produc- 
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ing this fruit were growing superb plums, prunes for 
fresh shipment, and peaches. I had seen jyst such 
pears growing in the San Gabriel Valley a quarter of 
a century ago, but where are they now? Only the cit- 
rus string of the lute remains. 


Ole Bull kept a violin trained to lose all its strings, 
but one while the master was playing to his delighted 
house. Upon the one string left he would work out 
his theme with all the variations. Can the citrus grow- 
ers do it? They are succeeding equally with the great 
music master. But will they continue to do so? After

ford’s Early, Bartlett pear, plum and apricot season, 1 
see the need, as never before, of a return to other 
fruits in the south to the extent at least of supplying 
the home markets with deciduous fruit of the quality 
produced in the north, When the Owens River comes 
boiling down the canal we may look for more diversity, 
for be it known some of the finest fruits of the moun- 
tain districts in the north are grown with irrigation.

Who Cares for Truth. ? 


5868 will exterminate Johnson grass. Turkeys are 

in control of the Colorado potato bug. The meadow 
lark is fast wiping out the grasshopper plague in the 
Sacramento Valley, even where the grasshoppers had 
covered the earth. The hop crop is doomed on account 
of the myriads of red spiders and aphids that have ap- 
peared. Citrus white flies are again ravaging the trees 
in the northern citrus belt. The authorities contem- 
plate beginning a campaign to exterminate the grass- 
hopper pest—and so on to the end. This is the pabu- 


greatness. Who cares for the truth? 


The people of Los Angeles are somewhat interested 
in hops even if Pasadena and Riverside are not. They 
saw in late dispatches that the hop crop.would be 
ruined if the State commissioner did not soon inter- 
vene with some kind of paste with which to exter- 
minate the aphids and spiders. The report went into 
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every hop market in the country, and no doubt brought 
consternation to the “Old Eighth” in my home city. 


Amounting to an implied neglect of duty in not fur- 
nishing some kind of a paste 


remedy, I detailed two 


trained investigators. They covered twenty-eight hop 


fields in two days and found as fine a crop maturing 
as was ever seen. Upon all soils suitable for hop cul- 
ture the vines were vigorous, and laden for the harvest 
beginning in about three weeks. The damage was 80 
slight that no estimate could be made. One yard had 
been in constant bearing 
planted in 1884. The present price for hops is 13 cents; 
last season many of the growers sold for 25 cents. The 
outlook is fine, and the damage from insect pests prac- 
tically nothing. 


So we might run down every item of the above mis- 
information. Intelligent readers should demand the 
truth and accept nothing spurious. There is enough of 
horticultural misfortune, without making it out of fic- 
tion. The trouble with many of our horticultural offi- 
cials is that they think it adds to their prestige to dis- 
cover things, even if their discoveries are fictitious: 
that it adds to achievements to promise to do things; 
that insect pests can be exterminated by proclamations 
which the insects never take time in their busy lives 
to read I have no corner on truth, yet neither am I 
niggardly in the use of what I have. A few who thrust 
themselves into the public eye are too economical in 
its use. 
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Rural Conservatism. 


HAVE looked in vain through the news and liter- 
ary columns of The Times for a case of sensational- 
ism relating to the fruit industries of the State. In the 
older and most of the newer fruit districts the people 
are imbued with esprit de corps that challenges all 
kinds of humbug propositions, discounts exaggeration 
refuses to accept mirepresentation. For example, how 
would a proposition of this kind be treated by the av- 
erage rural community of California? It is a case where 
a well-known faker has been engaged for over a year in 
collecting money from the rural women of the coun- 
try upon a bogus educational scheme. The fee is 
$52 per year, into which weekly payments of $1 each fit 
to a nicety. Here is the song in acknowledging the 
receipt of the first payment upon a membership pledge: 
“I look upon this payment as a guarantee that will 
keep red blood in my veins and avoid the ashes of an 
empty, lonely ambition for power and honor, holding to 
the last in its place the love of those I love and the 
confidence of all associated with me. And now it its 
morning. Through the night so quickly passed, I have 
felt your presence, the strong support of your woman- 
hood, the gréatest force and influence in the world. But 
one thing is missing, a message from one far away. 
Perhaps today will bring that, too, and the cup will be 
filled.” 

Now did you ever! And to think that the rascal 
boasts of securing 110,000 pledges of membership in this 
country. I guarantee that not one of these victims live 
in a wideawake fruit-growing community in California, 
It seems incredible that there are over 100,000 women 
in the United States who could be buncoed by such 3 
blatherskite. At least those women should never claim 
the right to vote, or to be considered sane enough to 
avoid a shower of rain. Level-headed in one thing in-

duction of the highest and best type of seed of some 
varieties of flower or vegetable seed, while another 
section, not far distant may be utterly unfit to produce 
these same varieties. A remarkable example of the 
truth of this statement is demonstrated in sweet-pea 
seed crop this year in the Lompoc Valley. It is a di- 
minutive piece of country, nine miles long by five miles 
wide, located on the coast 172 miles north of Los Ange- 
les. The hills surrounding it are 200, and some of them 
perhaps 300 feet high. The elevation at the coast is 45 
feet. Lompoc is 48 feet higher, and at this particular 
place on the coast the ocean breezes, which are always 
strong, flow up that valley and keep the summer tem- 
perature so low that Lima beans will not mature their 
seed. This may seem incredible, but true nevertheless. 
Yet Ventura, ninety-six miles to the southeast, at the 
same elevation, is the great lima-bean section of the 
State. 

The highest temperature this season was 61 at noon, 
June 13, while at San Francisco and at Los Angeles, 
during April and May, a torrid wave swept over them 
at two different times of 92 to 95 degrees. 


A year ago Burpee of Philadelphia decided that the 
location was ideal for growing sweet peas. He bought 
forty acres of ground and began operations in Decem- 
ber. Edwin Lonsdale was put in charge of the work. 
He is a veteran in the ari of gardening, with the en- 
thusiasm of youth, and the experience of a half-century 
as his assets. And the results. They are marvelous. 
The selection of the locality, and the man by the man- 
agement of the largest mail-order seed house in the 
world seems to be one of those fortuitous circum- 
stances which happen to individuals and to corpora- 
tions, that lead to fortune and to fame. We have been 
looking on sweet peas, grown in gardens containing 
a few plants, and on fields containing hundreds of acres 
for more than two score years, but never before during 
all these years have we seen flowers so large in size, 
and so much substance as these grown in that valley.— 
{Pacific Garden. 


Farmer’s Gardens in California. 


T has already been admitted that there has been, ever 

since the development of large farming enterprises 
was seen to be possible in California, an indisposition 
on the part of our farmers to engage in vegetable grow- 
ing. Several reasons are urged as explanatory of this 
very widespread sentiment, and some of them may be 
cited: 

First. The proper conduct of a large specialty farm 
gives no time for gardening—not even for the direction 
of work upon it—and it is better to buy vegetables than 
incur the work of a garden patch. 

Second. In small specialty farming on a limited acre- 
age of especially fitted and high-priced land, it is not 
profitable to set apart land for vegetables when its yield 
in the special product may pay several times the cost of 
purchased vegetables. 

Third. Success with vegetables in California is very 
difficult to attain—especially so in certain parts of the 
State—and a farmer is more apt to lose than to gain 
by any venture he may make in that line. 

Fourth. It is impossible to have a garden without 
irrigation water, even on lands which with ordinary 
rainfall will yield cereals and carry productive decidu- 
ous fruit trees if they are given good summer cultiva- 
tion. 

It must be granted that there is some force in the de- 
murrer which the California farmer often enters against 
his indictment for lack of thrift and neglect of oppor- 
tunities in not undertaking to produce his home supply 
of fresh, crisp and wholesome vegetables instead of 
depending upon the stale and wilted goods of the itin- 
erant vendors. It is perfectly conceivable that, under 
certain conditions, the farmer had better buy fcod sup- 
plies rather than produce them, consequently the gen- 
eral denunciation of the unthrift of the California 
farmer, which is often indulged in by those who know 
little of the local situation and conditions, is really un- 
warranted. California conditions, both in nature and 
in farm policy, are so varied that criticisms and up- 
braidings are often misplaced. And yet it is perfectly 
true that vegetables should be grown on farms in Calli- 
fornia much more generally and in far greater variety 
than they have been hitherto. 
the writer to urge this improvement upon sentimental 
considerations nor to claim, as many seem inclined to 
do, that it is possible to compass it by the flat method. 
Too many of our critics seem to hold that all the farmer 
has to do is to declare that there shall be a garden, 
and one will spring up around his footsteps with ideal 
succulence, richness and deliciousness. It will be bet- 
ter to attempt to show that there is an opportunity, 
providing its requirements be duly met, and that there 
are really fewer difficulties in the way and greater re- 
wards for prompt and intelligent effort than many of 
our farmers imagine. And this can be shown without 
elaborate argument. A more striking demonstration 
will probably lie in showing to the many the success of 
the few, in order that they may draw therefrom lessons 
and exhortations for their own incitement and success. 
This service will be constantly held in view as this 
work proceeds.—[{Wickson’s California Vegetables. 

Pittosporums in California, 
ITTOSOPORUM is the generic name of certain orna- 


mental evergreen trees and shrubs which have come 
to us mostly from New Zealand, Australia, and the 
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California—Flower 


The popularity of these plants is due to the ease with 

which they are grown and to their suitability for plant- 
ing in various situations, It is a remarkable fact, how- 
ever, that several of the better sorts are scarcely known 
to our nurserymen and landscape gardners. These 
have been introduced and grown on private grounds 
where their superior qualities are fully appreciated, but 
bo particular effort has yet been made to extend their 
cultivation. It ts for the double purpose of making 
these species better known and of providing keys and 
descriptions whereby any Pittosporum grown in Cali- 
fornia may be identified, that this account has been 
prepared. 


It has been said above that Pittosporums are suited 
to many conditions. The species adapted to special 
purposes may be grouped 4s follows: . 

As a street or avenue tree P. undulatum (the Vic- 
torian Box) has been much recommended in Southern 
California, especially by Mr. Ernest Braunton, and its 
rapid growth, large size, and smooth, green leaves are 
certainly in its favor. It will, however, require care- 
ful training and can be expected to acquire stately di- 
mensions only where abundant summer heat and some 
irrigation can be depended upon. A species of much 
greater promise is P. rhombifolium, of which there are 
now several good examples in California. This has a 
more erect growth with a single central shaft and pyra- 
midal crown and is gorgeous with orange scarlet ber- 
ries for several months in each year. P. phillyraeoides, 
P. eugenoides, and P. crassifolium may also be consid- 
ered in this connection, but are not to be generally rec- 
ommended. 


For hedges P. undulatum is the best if a broad. 
massive hedge is desired. P. eugenioides is the best in 
case a tall, narrow hedge is wanted, particularly if a 
light-green color is preferred. P. tenuifolium also may 
be trimmed into a narrow hedge, but is more twigzy, 
less leafy, and of a darker green color. 


The most fragrant Pittosoporums are P. Tobira and P. 
undulatum. These are both sweet-scented, the fragrance 
resembling that of orange blossoms, while the flowers 
of P. erlocarpum have a very pleasing banana-like fra- 
grance.—{California Cultivator.

HE editor of the Care of the Body department of 

The Times has been one of the few hygienists in 

this country to call attention to the most impor- 
tant subject of the mineral contents of food—minerals 
that are also found in the human body. He has pointed 
out that the importance of these minerals to the health 
of the bedy and the fact (which so many medical men 
still seem unable to grasp,) that it is only when in the 
organic form, as found in foods, that these minerals cap 
be assimilated by the human body; consequently that 
all inorganic minerals, administered as medicine, are 
absolutely inert, when they are not directly harmful, 
that they must all ultimately be cast forth by the body, 
or if retained will in time cause death. 


Some of the readers of the Care of the Body may 
think that too much has been made of this subject, but 
how is it possible, in a department of this kind, to 
make teo much of so exceedingly important a feature 
of the food question, for it is, undoubtedly, due to the 
lack of certain organic salts in food that such a dread- 
ful disease as leprosy is due. To be healthy you must 
find your medicine in natural foods. 


“The Metabolism of the Mineral Salts” is the title of 
an article by Henry O. Beeson, M.D., of San Acacio, 
Colo., reprinted from the Medical Standard of April, 
1910. Dr. Beeson has some good things to say in re- 
gard to the importance of the organic salts and in re- 
gard to the harmfulness of the inorganic mineral chlo- 
ride of sodium or table. salt. He assumes, however, a 
radically different view from that of the editor of this 
department, “when he claims that there is danger of a 
majority of people getting too fuch of the mineral ele- 
raents. Of some elements, yes, perhaps, but not of all. 
Following is a criticism of Dr. Beeson’s article, written 
for the Care of the Body by Otto Carqué: 

“Dr. Beeson’s essay contains many good points which 
are generally overlooked in dealing with the important 
‘subject of nutrition. He does not discriminate suffi- 
ciently, however, betweén the chemical properties of 
the different elements and their physiological functions 
in the animal organism. Including carbon, there are 
twelve distinct mineral elements which enter into the 
composition of the human body. None of these ele- 
ments can replace the other. Consequently, when there 
is an oversupply of one or two elements, and a defi- 
clency of another, the vital processes will be handi- 
capped correspondingly. Certain elements are chiefly 
concerned in the growth and renewal of tissues as po- 
tassium, calcium, magnesium and phosphorus, and be- 

“come, as the organism attains maturity, more stable 
and therefore need less frequently to be renewed. On 
the other hand, the elements which carry on the oxi- 
dation of the blood, the processes of digestion and the 
casting out of waste products, as sodium, iron, sul- 
phur, chlorine, must be replaced in shorter intervals. 
The higher the forms of life and the more intense the 
vital activity, the more subject to change and renewal 
are the latter elements. 

To illustrate: The comparatively stable molecules 
of phosphate of potash or phosphate of lime in the 
tissues and bones will last a longer time before they 
require replacement, than the highly active atoms of 
iron and sulphur which are the oxygen carriers of the 
blood. Again, sodium, which plays an important part 
in digestion and assimilation and in the neutralization 
of uric acid and carbonic acid, in the formation of the 
bile and in the removal of waste products, must be sup- 
plied in adequate quantities, to prevent the accumula- 
tion of waste matter in the system and acidity of blood. 

“Normal human milk contains all the necessary ele- 
ments for the growth of the infant, but as the organism 
reaches maturity, less of the phosphates and more of 
the elements of sodium, iron and sulphur are neces- 
sary. The analysis of the animal body will furnish us 
therefore no adequate information in regard to its daily 
requirements of the different elements. For instance, 
more than 75 per cent. of the total amount of the min- 
eral matter contained in the human body consists of 
phosphate of lime and phosphate of potash. If we 
would supply these elements in the same proportions 
in our food, the organism would suffer. 

“This is exactly the case with a diet, in which meat, 
eggs, cheese, pulses and cereals predominate. Very few 

people will reach the century mark on a more or less 
exclusive meat or cereal diet, except they have inher- 
ited an extraordinary degree of vitality. Those who 
continually live in the open air, like the North Ameri- 
can Indians, are able to partake of a comparatively 
large amount of flesh foods, but nearly all tribes used 
a certain amount of vegetables and fruit with their 
meat. Even carnivorous animals suffer if they 
fed on lean meat, as they do not get the bones, carti- 
lage and blood which contain a considerable amount of 
sodium, iron, sulphur and chlorine. 

“The Asiatic nations which use rice

which the outer coats of the kernel, containing iron, 


green leaf vegetables will in time produce toxic effects. 
Beri-beri and leprosy, which frequently occur in ori- 
ental countries, must be largely ascribed to faulty nu- 
trition. 


Prof. Lee’s Invention. 


MAJORITY even of those who favor vivisection ad- 

mit that some restrictions should be placed upon 
these experiments on animals. This is certainly a rea- 
sonable request. There is an ugly trait in human na- 
ture, in the shape of cruelty, that grows by that which 
it feeds upon. The public has a right to demand that 
this torturing of animals, often undertaken merely for 


to inspection by the proper authorities. 


There are, however, some who refuse to make even 
this concession. Among them is Prof. Frederick S8. Lee. 


versity. He is one of the leading defenders of unre- 
stricted vivisection at the present time. Here is an ar- 
ticle from “Life” regarding a recent invention of Prof. 

Lee: 

“We understand that Prof. Lee is not a member of 
the medical profession, but his experience as a vivisec- 
tor and his ability as a demonstrator are undoubted. 

“Not very long ago, at a meeting of a society of ex- 
perimental physiologists held at the physiological labo- 
ratory of Columbia University, Prof. Frederick 8. Lee 
brought to the notice of his associates, under the head- 
ing of ‘original investigations,” a new invention. He 
called the machine a fatigue wheel, and the report adds 
that the author demonstrated a wheel, designed for fa- 
tiguing mammals by means of voluntary muscular 
work. 

“We are so constantly informed that little or no pain 
is ever inflicted nowadays in the physiological labora- 
tories that there would seem to be here a peculiarly 
good opportunity for Prof. Lee to prove this assertion, 
so far as it applies to certain experiments of his own. 
Cannot Life persuade the learned physiologist of Co- 
lumbia University to give a more public demonstration 
of his wheel in action, with a happy dog gamboling 
therein, and undergoing all the felicity of fatigue in- 
duced by ‘voluntary muscular work? 

“It must be admitted that in some other physiological 
laboratories ‘fatigue wheels’ do not appear to have been 
conducive of animal content. The ‘wheel’ of Prof. 
Mosso, an Italian physiologist, is said to have resem- 
bled that part of a squirrel’s cage in which the captive 
takes his exercise, except that in the scientific imple- 
ment the ‘wheel’ is turned by a motor, making it im- 
possible for the creature undergoing fatigue to stop 
and rest. We are told that one dog, after being made 
to fast for twenty-four hours, was forced to run for 
six consecutive hours in the wheel, at the rate of about 
380 feet per minute; that in another experiment a 
blind dog, after running in the machine for only an 
hour, gave up the task of contributing to science, al- 
lowed himself to be dragged helplessly along, and 
finally, with bleeding feet, was taken out; and that 
an old dog, which also had been mad~ to fast, was re- 
moved from the machine after two hours’ running, with 
legs bleeding and unable to stand. Prof. Mosso is re- 
ported as saying: 

“‘In our laboratory of physiology, where we have 
been studying the effect of fatigue on dogs, I have been 
able to note a surprising rise in the temperature each 
time the dogs wounded their legs during their travels 
on the wheel. This rise of temperature was always ac- 
companied by scratches, excoriations and wounds in the 
legs; and these wounds were frequently so consider- 
able that the nails bled, because the dogs offered so 
much resistance to the machine that was carrying them 
on. I attributed the rise of temperature to the pain 
which the animals must have suffered as they struggled 
against the impetus which was carrying them on 
against their will.’ 2 

“But in Prof. Lee’s wheel the fatigue is induced, he 
tells us, ‘by means of voluntary muscular work.’ We 
shall be pleased to have it demonstrated by Prof. Lee 
that in the wheel which he uses incidents like these are 
quite impossible; that in the laboratory of Columbia 
University starving dogs have never been worked until 
they were ‘dragged helplessly along,’ or forced—against 
their will—to struggie within the meshes of an instru- 
ment of torture. 

“And still another question. In the Popular Science 
Monthly recently Prof. Lee declared that ‘fatigue may 
be carried so far that recovery is difficult, if not impos- 
sible.’ In the tragedy of life this is true enough. Is 
it also a fact which has been demonstrated in a physio- 
logical laboratory?” 

These remarks by our contemporary Life will cer- 
tainly meet the approval of all moderate and reason- 
able advocates of vivisection. The opinion of the rest 
should not be allowed to count. 

And what is the use of all this awful suffering, 
brought upon innocent animals? Mainly to perpetuate 
the bacteriological errors—that germs are the cause, 
whereas they are an effect of disease—which has led to 
the unnecessary death of hundreds of thousands of hu- 
man beings. As the late Prof. O. von Rosenbach of 
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called Christian Science, metaphysics and various other 
guises, is deluging the world, insinuating itself into 
the teaching of popular religious teachers and tainting 
a considerable part of the religious literature of the 
day.” 

The editor greatly fears that in thus attempting to 
stem the flood of advanced thought, Dr. Kellogg, in com- 
mon with others who think as he, is undertaking as dif- 
ficult a task as did King Knut, when he ordered the 
| waves to cease advancing toward his feet. 

Apart from the religious side, however, this is an 
exceedingly interesting and valuable book. The fol- 
lowing headings of the chapters give but a faint outline 
of the varied contents: 

“The mystery of life: A general view of the body; 
The maintenance of the body; The miracle of digestion; 
The transfiguration of food; Dietetic sins; Shall we 
slay to eat? The natural way in diet; The heart and 
the blood; What to do in case of sudden illness or ac- 
cident; The breath of life; Dangers in the air, and how 
to avoid them; The skin and the kidneys; How the 
body is warmed; The clothing of the body: How to be 
strong; The brain and the nerves: What is disease? 
Drugs which enslave and kill; The question box; The 
Battle Creek health movement.” 

An interesting and doubtless true suggestion is made 
by the author, namely, that man probably once pos- 
sessed the higher intelligence of what we call the lower 
animals—that is to say, their wonderful and apparently 
miraculous powers of finding their way, of following a 
trail, and so forth, and that man has lost this power 
through a perverted style of living. It is a well-known 
fact that after a moderate fast the senses all become 
much more acute, and that the Indian, living the life 
of nature, can follow signs that are altogether invis- 
ible to the civilized man. : 

Here is another true statement: Pain is not punish- 
ment, but a divine fog horn, warning the wrongdoer 
off the perilous coast of transgression.” 

The author devotes several pages to an exposition of 
the dangers of drinking cow's milk, and shows that nut 
cream or milk is almost the same in composition as 
cow's milk, and is equally nourishing. He also shows 
that butter is even more likely to be infected than milk. 
Of eggs he says: “When perfectly fresh, and when ob- 
tained from fowls which have been properly fed and 
housed, eggs can hardly be considered as objectionable 
from a hygienic standpoint.” Uric acid, he says, is ab- 
sent from newly-laid eggs, but appears as soon as the 
process of incubation sets in. Stale eggs are as poison- 
ous and as unfit for food as animal flesh which has be- 
gun to decay. 

As might be expected, the author goes at much 
length into the subject of flesh eating, opposing it from 
a hygienic and a religious point of view, although he 
is, of course, forced to admit that Moses permitted the 
use of flesh under certain restrictions, and that flesh 
eating is not explicitly forbidden by any Bible com- 
mand. 

In regard to hygienic cookery, the author declares 
that “nuts and fruits are also in many instances im- 
proved by cooking.” The editor of the Care of the 
Body believes that the Battle Creek people cook alto- 
gether too much, for there can be no question that 
cooked food is to a great extent spoiled food, the or- 
ganic salts being largely changed or destroyed. Con- 
sequently, some raw food should be éaten daily. 

The chapters devoted to the marvelous construction 
of the human body and the wonderful intelligence dis- 
played by the blood cells, are of absorbing interest, and 
are written in a plain, easily comprehensible style. The 
story of the fight between the blood cells and invad- 
ing germs is specially graphic. Other striking passages 
are those in which the author explains how rapidly air 
is poisoned by the emanations from the lungs. After 
reading this, almost any intelligent person would be- 
come a “fresh-air fiend.” 

The author properly shows that the cause of germ 
disease is not in the germs themselves, but in the weak- 
ening of the body by incorrect habits of life. “Germs,” 
he declares, are the scavengers of nature, and we 
could not well dispense with them in our present state 
of existence.” 

There is a general impression that brain workers re- 
quire as much or more food than those doing physical 
work. Dr. Kellogg declares, however, that mental work 
requires much less food than does physical labor. This 
as he says, is of much importance to brain workers 
In another place he says that a sedentary person, no 
matter how hard he works his brain, consumes only 
two-fifths as much food as does the man who actively 
engages in muscular pursuits. 

Here is a pithy and truthful statement: “The total 
depravity which we often hear talked about is, half of 
the time at least, nothing mare nor less than total in- 
digestion.” 

The author truthfully declares that the faculty of rea- 
soning is not peculiar to the human race, but seems te 
be the common possession of all animals that have 
brains. “Wherever there is an eye there is a brain be- 
hind and intelligence looking out.” 

At the end of the book is a brief description of the 
Battle Creek Health movement, and a view of the main 
buildings of the Battle Creek Saniterium.

An Overcrowded Profession. 


A REPORT issued by the Carnegie Foundation de- 
elares that the United States is supporting three or 
four times as many doctors as it requires, “mostly 
trained in inferior schools.” California, we are told, 
has sow one physician to every 401 inhabitants. 

Again, in a recent report of the Council of the State 
Medical Association, published in the California State 
Journal of Medicine, is the following paragraph: 

“The relative proportion of medical men to popula- 
tion is greater in this State than any other place 
in the world. In cities like Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, a doctor to 250 people; the average for the whole 
State is one physician to about 450 of population, and 
in no portion of the State does there seem to be a ratio 
coming anywhere near what prevails in other States 
and in other countries. But heretofore the profession 
has enjoyed fair remuneration for services, thus com- 
pensating in a degree for the paucity of material. Re- 
cently, however, there has developed in various places 
an aggravating practice in contract service that elfmi- 
nates a large percentage of the population from the or- 
dinary honest practitioner. The evil complained of is 
not confined to one section, but is worse in some places 
than in others. 

It is true that there are too many “regular” doctors tn 
the country—men who are trained to suppress the 
symptoms of disease by means of deadly drugs, in- 
stead of removing the cause, and teaching people to 
avoid the cause. There is, however, still plenty of 
room, and will always be plenty of room for real heal- 
from the system by such natural methods as diet, 
er-—men who aid nature to eliminate morbid matter

Recognition of Osteopathy. 


R. DAIN L. TASKER of Los Angeles, an osteopath 

member of the State Board of Medical Examiners. 
was recently accorded the honor of being elected presi- 
dent of the board. In the June number of the South- 
ern California Practitioner, a “regular” medical publi- 
cation, four pages are dévoted to an interesting article 
on osteopathy by Dr. Tasker. 


What a change is this, within ten years! When the 
Care of the Body was started, eleven years ago, and 
week after week the editor of the department called at- 
tention to the advantages of osteopathic treatment in 
certain allments, the meaning of the word was unkown 
to a great majority of readers. The school was re- 
garded with derision and contempt by the “regalars.”’ 
Now they have been forced to grant recognition to the 
osteopaths, just as they were forced, after long and bit- 
ter fights, to recognize the eclectics and the homeo- 
paths. 

Why is it that the medical profession never grants 
any rational reform until it is forced upon it? Why 
has it hesitater to recognize the virtues of hydropathy 
and osteopath:’. and other rational means of aiding na- 
ture, while readiiy lending u ear to every new “regu- 
lar” invention of some aseless au (dangerous method of 
suppressing the symptoms ©: disease by poisoning the 
blood with filthy animal matter? fhe answer is sim- 
ple. Because there is much more mysiery—and money— 
and much less hard work in these latter operations than 
in the methods of the natural school of healing. 

Here is a review, in the Dietetic and Hygienic Gazette, 
of a new book by Albert Abrams, M.D., of San Fran- 
cisco, whose work “The Blues” was reviewed here sev- 
eral years ago: 

“Dr. Abrams’ treatise on spondylotherapy covers a 
new field in medical literature. The ideas underlying it 
are that ‘the sensory peripheral terminations receive 
impressions which are conducted, communicated or re- 
flected by aid of the nervous system’ and that the re- 
action produced in the viscera and muscles by such im- 
pressions may be utilized in a diagnostic and therapeu- 
tic direction. Maipulation of definite vertebrae corre- 
sponds with the elicitation of definite reflexes (‘verte- 
bral refiexes,) and for diagnostic purposes this manipu- 
lation consists either in the application of the sinu- 
soidal current or in concussion of the spinuous processes 
by means of a rubber pleximeter and plexor. For ther- 
apeutic uses the author recommends sinusoidalization 
or concussion with a device of his own, a pneumatic 
hammer. Among other methods of spinal therapeutics 
the book discusses acupuncture, counter-irritation, ex- 
ercises, reéducation of coérdinated movements, hydro- 
therapy, lumbar puncture, 
thermotherapy and vibratory massage.”

The “regulars,” when they find a successful method of 
treating disease brought forth by a “layman” or an ir- 
regular” first eneer at it, and then adopt it as something 
of their own invention, giving it a new crack-jaw name. 

Again, the editor of the Medical World, referring to 
massage and osteopathy, recently wrote in that maga- 
zine: “I hope the time will speedily come when the 
man who never uses manual treatment (and does not 
know how) will be considered as narrow—and indeed as 
much of a quack—as the man who uses nothing but 
manual treatment, and who knows nothing else, though 
claiming everything for it.” 

Remember, however, that osteopathy is but one 
branch of the natural method of healing—the “Nature 
Cure.” As previously stated here, the narrow-minded 
osteopath, who fails to utilize other natural methods, 
such as diet, hydropathy, and fresh air, can never hope 
to meet with more than partial success.
